Qualitative  Analysis. 

A MIXTURE  of  not  more  than  three  salts  will  form  the 
subject  of  the  nest  exercise  in  qualitative  analysis.  The 
mixture  is  to  be  submitted  to  a  thorough  systematic  ex- 
amination, all  its  constituents  are  to  be  detected,  and  proof 
is  to  be  given  that  the  substances  detected  are  the  only 
constituents  of  the  mixture. 

Students'  applications  for  portions  of  the  mixture  of  salts 
(accompanied  by a  stamped  and  addressed  envelope,  not  astamp 
merely)  will  be  received  np  to  Wednesday,  May  22,  and 
the  samples  will  be  forwarded  immediately. 

Students'  reports  will  be  received  up  to  Saturday, 
June  1.  Each  report  should  contain  a  concise  account  of 
the  work  done,  and  should  include  a  list  of  the  consti- 
tu  ants  detected.  In  this  list  any  substance  regarded  as  an 
accidental  impurity  should  be  distinguished  from  the  essen- 
tial constituents  of  the  salts  composing  the  mixture. 

Reports. 

The  subject  of  the  last  exercise  was  a  mixture  of  3  parts 
of  sodium  chloride,  1  part  of  potassium  ferrocyanide,  and 
1  part  of  ammonium  oxalate.  The  calculated  composition 
of  100  parts  was  :—

Traces  of  calcium  and  sulphuric  acid  were  present  as  im- 
purities. 

Samples  of  the  powder  were  sent  to  82  applicants,  and 
49  reports  of  analyses  were  received.  The  failures  in  the 
detection  of  the  several  constituents  were : — Oxalic  radicle  21, 
ammonium  6,  chlorine  5,  ferrocyanogen  2,  potassium  1, 
sodium  0. 

The  usual  preliminary  examination  of  the  powder  gave  no 
decided  indication  of  the  presence  of  an  oxalate.  The  pro- 
duction of  carbon  monoxide  on  heating  the  powder  was 
scarcely  perceptible,  with  the  small  quantity  available  for 
the  experiment;  and  though  carbon  dioxide  was  more  easily 
detected,  it  could  not  have  been  attributed  solely  to  an 
oxalate,  as  the  ferrocyanide,  the  presence  of  which  was  so 
obvious,  would  ascount  for  the  evolution  of  the  gas.  Then, 
again,  the  evolution  oE  carbon  dioxide  on  warming  the 
powder  with  sulphuric  acid  and  manganese  dioxide  was 
masked  by  the  evolution  of  chlorine  from  the  sodium 
chloride  present  in  the  powder.  Ib  was  not,  however,  on 
account  of  any  difficulty  in  the  preliminary  examination 
that  the  oxalate  escaped  detection :  the  common  source  of 
error  was  the  omission  to  observe  the  effect  of  a  soluble 
calcium  salt  on  the  aqueous  solution  of  the  powder.  Calcium 
chloride  is  a  valuable  reagent  in  the  detection  of  certain 
acids ;  it  serves  for  the  precipitation  of  fluorides,  phosphates, 
oxalates,  tartrates,  or  citrates  from  their  neutral  or  alkaline 
solutions.  The  aqueous  solution  of  the  sulphate  is  some- 
times a  better  reagent  to  employ,  because  there  is  no  risk  of 


its  producing  a  precipitate  of  calcium  sulphate,  which  i 
often  mistaken  for  one,  of  the  more  insoluble  salts.  Thi 
addition  of  thi3  reagent  or  the  chloride  to  the  aqueou 
solution  of  the  powder  caused  an  abundant  precipitate,  anc 
on  roughly  separating  this  precipitate,  and  treating  it  witl 
acetic  acid,  it  was  found  to  be  insoluble.  This  was  almos 
sufficient  proof  that  an  oxalate  was  present :  the  behavioui 
of  the  precipitate  on  ignition  showed  conclusively  that  il 
consisted  of  calcium  oxalate.

PaOGKEDIESS.— The  arrangement  of  your  report  would  be  improved  if 
you  devoted  a  column  to  each  of  the  groups,  When  members  of  several 
groups  are  present  the  method  employed  for  their  separation  is  mos| 
clearly  seen  when  there  is  a  separate  column  ruled  off  for  each  precipitate| 
and  filtrate. 

ICimiYoL. — The  very  characteristic  odour  of  sulphur  dioxide  was  not! 
perceived  when  the  powder  was  treated  with  an  acid.  You  might  have 
inferred  from  the  slight  turbidity  of  the  aqueous  solution  that  only  a  slight 
trace  of  calcium  could  be  present ;  it  would  have  appeared  in  the  insolublej 
form  of  oxalate. 

Glaserite.— The  solution  of  the  powder  which  failed  to  give  a  precipi-l 
tate  with  calcium  chloride  must  have  been  acid.  The  original  aqueousj 
solution  gave  a  copious  precipitate. 

Boereti.— Boiling  with  sodium  carbonate,  preparatory  to  the  examina- 
tion for  the  acids,  was  an  unnecessary  proceeding.  There  were  no  heavy 
metals  present  that  required  to  be  removed. 

Acetate. — The  process  of  "putting  the  solution  through  the  chart,"  as' 
you  describe  it,  might  do  if  the'  chart  were  printed  on  filter-paper ;  it! 
would,  no  doubt,  help  to  clear  matters,  but  you  should  be  more  precise: 
in  your  description  of  the  work  performed. 

Stow.— You  did  not  consider  the  possibility  of  the  presence  of  a  salt  pro-! 
ducing  an  insoluble  calcium  compound. 

Harold  Read.— The  alkalinity  of  the  powder  was  scarcely  perceptible  I 
a  very  small  quantity  of  borax  would  have  made  it  distinctly  alkaline-.- 
When  copper  sulphate  was  added  to  the  aqueous  solution,  and  the  copper, 
ferrocyanide  filtered  off,  the  filtrate,  ou  acidulation  with  nitric  acid,  gave'  f  ' 
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ipious  precipitate  with  silver  nitrate.:  You  seem  to  have  observed  only  a 
ight  opaleicencs. 

Laurel. — The  turbidity  of  the  aqueous  solution  was  not  removed  by 
lding  acetic  acid ;  but  it  was  removed  by  hydrochloric  acid.  It  was  there- 
ire  due  to  calcium  oxalate,  not  carbonate. 

Nitrate. — If  the  darkening  of  colour  which  took  place  when  the  powder 
as  heated  had  been  due  to  a  citrate,  you  should  have  perceived  an  odour 
ke  that  of  burnt  sugar.  The  change  ',of  colour  was  the  result  of  the  de- 
nnposition  of  the  ferrocyanide — iron  carbide  and  carbon  being  pro- 
need. 

H.  S. — Potassium  ferrocyanide  is  readily  decomposed.  The  bine  precipi- 
ces you  observed  were  due  to  iron  salts,  which  were  products  of  the 
30ompo9ition  of  the  ferrocyanide.  j 

Uewsp.uriax.  —Your  examination  for  the  acids  was  very  superficial.  See 
Barks  to  "  Borrett." 

Narcissus. — The  test  for  ammonium,  performed  precisely  as  you  describe 
L  gave  very  marked  results — the  red  litmus-paper  turned  blue  inime- 
iately  ;  perhaps  you  used  too  much  water.  The  object  is  to  cause  an  evo- 
iition  of  gaseous  ammonia,  and,  as  the1  gas  is  very  soluble  in  water,  it  is  an 
lvantage  to  have  as  little  water  preseiit  as  possible. 

■  '001. — The  solution  of  the  powder  which  failed  to  give  a  precipitate  with 
[ilcium  chloride  must  have  been  acid. 1  You  must  have  been  mistal-cn  in 
/ipposing  that  it  was  neutral.  jj 

|  Vin'dex. — The  precipitate  you  obtained  with  barium  chloride  consisted  of 
Ijvrium  ferrocyanide  and  oxalate,  with  a  trace  of  sulphate.  The  greater 
mm  of  it  dissolved  in  dibit  hydrochloric  acid. 

||  Cough.— Aluminium  and  a  phosphate  could  not  have  been  present  to- 
llether  in  a  powder  soluble  in  water.

Operating  in  this  way  upon 
l|  milligrammes  of  the  powder— aboijt  one-three-hundredth  part  of  the 
Ipantity  sent  to  you— ammonia  was  at|one3  detected. 

I  C.  Huxtable. — The  blue  prccipitatt  you  obtained  with  ferric  chloride 
Bras  evidence  of  the  presence  of  a  ferroayanide,  not  of  a  cyanide. 

— Without  sufficient  evidence  you  concluded  that  the  silver  pre- 
lipitate  consisted  of  cyanide.   The  original  powder,  heated  with  sulphuric 
Ijcid  and  manganese  dioxide,  evolved  chlorine.

■lake  a  systematic  analysis.  You  coujd  not  have  been  certain  that  the 
■tbstances  you  detected  were  the  only  constituents  of  the  mixture.

The  Wholesale  Druggist  and  the  Street. 


Joseph  C.  Williamson,  desciibed  as  a  wholesale  druggist, 
vas  summoned  at  the  Oldham  Police  Court  last  week°on  a 
jjharge  of  street- obstruction.  jA  constable  stated  that  the 
defendant  had  kept  eleven  oasks  of  oil  on  the  footpath 
ijutside  his  premises  from  a  Tuesday  till  a  Saturday. 
Che  Magistrates'  Clerk  said  he  must  not  turn  the  public 
itreet  into  a  yard.  Defendant  said  he  had  not  been  warned, 
ie  also  raised  a  technical  objection  to  the  summons  on  the 
rround  that  it  was  made  out  against  himself  instead  of 
igainst  the  firm  for  whom  he  vras  manager,  Messrs.  J. 
Hulme&Co.  (Limited).    The  Beech  satisfied  his  scruples 


on  this  point  by  amending  the  summons,  and  then  imposed 
a  fine  of  5  s. 

The  Effects  of  Toothache  on  a  Civil  Engineer. 

Francis  George  Coles,  described  as  a  civil  engineer,  of 
Ware,  went  into  the  shop  of  Mr.  Wm.  Giffard  Lenfestey,  on 
May  18,  and  asked  for  change  for  a  sovereign.  Mr. 
Lenfestey  told  him  he  had  no  change,  whereupon  Coles 
caught  hold  of  him  and  pushed  his  head  through  the  glass 
door  cf  the  shop.  That  is  what  Mr.  Lenfestey  told  the 
Marlborough  Street  Magistrate.  Coles  said  he  went  to  get 
something  for  a  bad  toothache,  and  was  provoked  by  the 
treatment  he  received  from  the  prosecutor.  He  was 
ordered  out  of  the  shop,  a  scuffle  ensued,  and  by  accident 
the  glass  was  broken.  The  value  of  the  broken  window  was 
4Z.  17s.  6d.  Mr.  Hancay  imposed  a  fine  of  51 ,  or  in  default 
a  month  s  imprisonment. 

Electric-light  Explosions. 

In  the  Bloomsbury  County  Court,  on  May  18,  Mr.  Elton 
chemist,  Endsleigh  Gardens  and  Euston  Road,  sued  the  St. 
Pancras  Vestry  for  40Z.  for  damage  to  a  business-lamp  and 
wall.  Plaintiff's  case  was  that  the  explosion  in  the  Euston 
Road,  caused  by  the  gas  coming  in  contact  with  an  electric 
spark,  blew  an  iron  cover  into  pieces,  and  a  portion  of  it 
smashed  his  lamp,  which  cost  21.  3s.  to  repair.  The  force  of 
the  explosion  was  so  great  that  it  severely  damaged  a  wall, 
which  would  cost  between  30Z.  and  40?.  to  repair.  Evidence 
on  the  other  side  was  given  that  the  wall  was  dilapidated, 
and  whatever  injury  there,  was  was  due  to  other  causes. 
Any  bona- tide  damage  the  Vestry  would  pay,  and  subsequently 
arrange  with  the  gas  company,  who  had  denied  liability. 
His  Honour,  after  seeing  the  place,  said  in  his  opinion  there 
was  no  damage  to  the  wall  by  the  explosion,  and  all  plaintiff 
was  entitled  to  was  the  cost  of  repairing  the  lamp,  21.  3s., 
and  the  costs  thereon. 

Fifty  Years'  Service. 

The  staff  of  Messrs.  Charles  Southwell  &  Co.,  confec- 
tioners, Dockhead,  SE,  have  entertained  to  dinner  Mr. 
Thomas  Studley,  who  for  fifty  jears  has  been  town  repre- 
sentative to  Mr.  Charles  Southwell,  senior  partner  of  the 
firm.  The  dinner  was  in  the  Holborn  Restaurant.  Mr.  C.  E. 
Southwell  presided,  and  in  the  course  of  the  evening,  on 
behalf  of  his  colleagues,  presented  Mr.  Studley  with  an 
illuminated  address  and  a  fifty-guinea  gold  watch  and 
chain. 

S.  M.  Burroughs  Memorial. 

A  sum  of  five  guineas  has  been  collected  amongst  the 
members  of  the  Chemists'  Assistants'  Association,  and  has 
been  handed  over  to  Mr.  John  Moss,  treasurer  of  the 
memorial  fund. 

Alleged  Poisonous  Baking-powder. 

A  married  woman,  named  Elizabeth  Hardwick,  aged  35, 
died  on  May  8  from  the  effects  of  eating  cake  which,  it  was 
alleged,  contained  oxaiic  acid.  The  evidence  taken  at  the 
inquest  or  May  10  went  to  show  that  some  baking-powder 
used  in  makiDg  the  cake  contained  oxalic  acid.  The  baking- 
r  owder  was  bought  from  a  grocer.  The  Coroner  adjourned 
the  inquiry  for  a  week. 

Carbolic-acid  Poisoning. 

William  Marney,  a  labourer,  committed  suicide  on  Thurs- 
day at  Llantainam,  Glamorganshire,  by  taking  carbolic  acid. 
;  A  few  days  previously,  whilst  suffering  from  delirium 
tremens,  he  had  attempted  his  life  by  jumping  into  the 
Glamorgan  Canal  at  Treforest.  and  afterwards  gashing  his 
throat  with  a  penknife.  The  carbolic  acid  proved  suc- 
cessful. 

A  Chemist's  Medicine  Suspected. 

An  inquest  was  opened  at  Llandowror,  near  St.  Clears, 
Carmarthenshire,  on  May  10,  touching  the  death  of  David 
Wilkins,  who  died  shortly  after  taking  some  medicine  which 
bad  been  prescribed  by  a  local  chemist.  It  was  alleged  that 
the  chemist  had  made  up  the  medicine  without  either  seeing 
the  patient  or  getting  instructions  frcm  a  medical  prac- 
titioner. He  was  summoned  to  attend  the  inquest,  but 
failed  to  appear.     Mr.  Jonas  Davies,  the  Deputy-Coroner 
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adjourned  the  inquiry,  and  directed  a  su^poeaa  ro  be  served 
upon  the  chemist,  and  also  ordered  a  post-mortem  examina- 
tion to  be  made  of  the  bol/  of  the  deceived.  At  the 
adjourned  inquiry  held  the  next  day,  Mr  M  W.  Jenkins, 
chemist,  St,  Clears,  was  called,  and  stated  that  twelve 
months  ago  he  Paw  the  deceased.  That  was  jost  before 
witness  went  to  London  to  pass  his  examination  Deceased 
complained  of  asthma,  and  asked  witness  if  he  could  do  him 
any  good.  He  gave  deceased  some  medicine,  and  the  old; 
man  afterwards  told  witness  that  the  medicine  did  him  good.i 
On  the  previous  Tuesday  a  woman  from  Llandowror  came  to 
■witness's  shop,  and  said  deceased  was  snffeiing  from  the 
same  complaint  as  before,  and  asked  for  similar  medicine. 
Witness  made  up  a  bottle  of  medicine  for  a  bad  cold. 
Elizabeth  Wilkins.  granddaughter  of  deceased,  said  lis 
took  three  doses  of  the  medicine,  and  died  on  Wednesday 
evening  at  6  o'clock.  When  she  found  the  old  man  getting 
worse  she  sent  for  Dr.  Jones.  He  was  from  home,  and  did 
not  reach  the  patient  until  after  hii  death.  Dr.  A'dleotine 
Jones,  who  made  the  post-mortem  examination  with  .his; 
assistant,  Dr.  Daunt,  said  the  astaal  cause  of  death  was 
indimmation  of  the  right  luog.  The  Jeff,  lung  was  very 
much  decayed.  He  did  not  think  the  medicine  from  the 
chemist  had  done  any  harm  ;  such  medicine  was  generally 
given  for  bad  colds.  Mr.  Davies,  in  summing  up,  strongly 
disapproved  of  the  action  of  the  chemi-t  in  supplying 
medicine  without  seeing  the  patient.  The  jury  returned  a 
verdict  in  accordance  with  the  medical  evidence. 

Brine  for  Chemicals. 
Messrs.  Brunner,  Mood  &  Co.  have  decided  to  establish 
a  large  chemical- works  on  Teesside,  to  enable  them  to 
transform  brine  into  chemicals  direct.  It  is  calculated  that 
these  works  alone  will  annually  deal  with  brine  equal  to 
200,000  tons  of  salt. 

The  Jacket  did  not  Fit. 

At  the  Dudley  County  Court  last  week,  Mr.  Henry 
Rowton,  chemist  and  druggist,  Hill  Street,  Dudley,  was 
sued  by  a  mantlemaker,  for  lis  3d  ,  the  value  of  a  seal- 
skin jacket  snpplied  to  Mrs.  Rowton.  The  defence  was  that 
the  article  did  not  fit,  and  Mrs  Rowton,  accompanied  by  the 
Judge  and  the  solicitors,  went  to  a  private  room  and  fitted 
the  j  icket  on.  Oa  returning  to  the  court,  his  Honour  said 
the  jacket  had  been  ordered  on  condition  that  it  should  fit. 
It  did  not  fit,  and  therefore  he  give  judgment  for  the 
defendant. 

Quinine  is  Right  in  the  Isle  of  Wight. 

Mr.  Otto  Hehner,  public  analyst  to  the  Lie  of  Wight  County 
Council,  reports  that  daring  the  past  quarter  he  has  analysed, 
eight  samples  of  sulphate  of  quinine,  the  whole  of  which 
were  genuine. 

A  Cattle-oil  Agency. 

At  the  Lewes  County  Court  last  week,  before  Judge 
Martineau,  Messrs.  Williamson  &  Co  ,  chemists  and  cattle-oil 
dealers.  Great  Grimsby,  sued  Mr.  J.  S.  Reed,  of  Barcombe, 
for  21.  18s  ,  balance  of  account  Trie  defence  was  that  the 
matter  was  one  of  agency.  The  bottles  of  oil  unsold  had 
been  returned  to  plaintiffs,  together  with  a  postal  order  in 
respect  of  three  tha>;  had  been  disposed  of.  Judgment  was 
given  for  defendant,  with  costs. 

The  Half-holiday.

Liniment  for  Sleeping-draught. 
An  inquest  was  held  on  Monday  last  touching  the  death 
of  Miss  Annie  Wittey,  aged  35,  the  village  schoolmistress  at 
Alwalton,  near  Peterborough.    Deceased  had  been  unwell, 


and  suffering  from  rheumatism  in  the  legs  and  feet.  She- 
was  in  the  habit  of  takir  g  sleeping-draughts,  as  she  was 
troubled  with  insomnia  During  the  Sunday  night  she  took 
two  doses  of  the  sleeping-mixture  from  a  3  cz  oottle,  and' 
afterwards  asked  her  mother  for  a  third  draught  as  she  could 
not  sleep,  but  this  was  refused  her.  The  bottle  was  placed  upon 
the  drawers,  and  her  mother  having  rubbed  deceased  with 
the  liniment  left  it  upon  the  box  by  the  bedside.  Her  mother 
left  the  room,  and  shortly  afterwards  heard  her  daughter 
coughing  violently,  and  on  again  entering  the  room  saw  that 
she  had  evidently  taken  a  do^e  of  the  liniment  in  mistake 
for  her  sleeping-draught.  A  doctor  was  sent  for,  but  she 
died  the  same  morning.  Tne  liniment  contained  belladonna 
and  aconite,  and  the  doctor  in  the  case  said  he  believed  the 
bottle  was  labelled"  Poison  "  when  he  sent  it  out.  A  verdict  of 
accidental  death  was  retimed,  the  jury  adding  a  rider  to  the 
effect  that  all  liniments  should  be  marked  "  Poison." 

The  Dead  Baby. 

Shortly  before  midnight  last  Saturday  Mrs.  Ryley,  the- 
wife  of  a  Hull  chemist,  ent  :red  a  police-station  in  that  town 
with  a  deal  baby  in  he?  aims.  [She  stated  that  about  an 
hour  previously  a  married  w  >man  named  Nelson  came  into 
the  shop  with  her  baby,  which  was  only  a  fortnight  old,  and 
wa-\  she  said,  ill.  She,  too,  appeare  l  weak,  and  when  she 
a-ked  for  some  castor  oil  for  the  child  Mrs.  Ryley  invited, 
her  through  to  the  kitchen.  The  shawl  in  which  the  baby 
was  enveloped  having  been  removed,  Mrs.  Ryley  saw  its 
condition  was  serious,  and  Mr.  Ryley  found  its  pulse  was 
beating  very  slowly.  The  mother  fainted,  and  whilst  she 
■WdB  being  attended  to  Mrs.  Ryley  hastened  with  the  child 
to  Dr.  Davy's  surgery,  but  when  she  got  there  it  was  found 
to  be  dead.  Then  she  crossed  over  to  the  police-station  to 
inform  the  police  of  the  peculiar  predicament  in  which  she 
found  herself.  Afterwards  the  mother  was  brought  to  the 
station.  The  body  was  taken  to  a  neighbour's  house,  where 
Mrs.  Nelson  was  also  accommodated. 

Fatal  Accident  to  an  Apprentice. 

The  Bath  City  Coroner  held  an  inquiry  on  Monday  re- 
garding the  circumstances  attending  the  death  of  William 
Robbins,  aged  17,  an  apprentice  with  Tylee  &  Co.  Anthony 
Main,  chemist's  assistant,  who  is  staying  on  a  visit  at- 
7  Bridge  Street,  said  he  knew  the  deceased  as  an  apprentice 
there  On  Saturday  morning  witness  was  descending  the 
stairs,  when  he  heard  a  thud  at  the  street  door,  and  on 
going  there  he  found  the  deceased  lying  unconscious  across- 
the  footway,  with  his  head  against  the  door.  There  was  a 
bruise  on  the  left  temple.  Witness  and  his  friends  did  all 
they  could  to  revive  him,  but  failed.  William  Robbins,  the 
father  of  the  deceased,  who  resides  at  Trowbridge,  and 
Albert  Henry  Cooper,  proprietor  of  Tylee  &  Co.,  7  Bridge 
Street,  also  gave  evidence.  Dr.  T.  J.  Tabor  said  he  was 
passing  down  Bridge  Street,  and  was  called  in  to  see  the 
deceased,  whom  he  found  quite  dead.  As  the  result  of  a 
post-mortem  examination,  he  found  that  the  blow  on  the 
side  of  the  forehead  caused  concussion  of  the  brain,  which 
proved  fatal  immediately.  A  verdict  of  accidental  death  was 
returned.

A  Pharmaceutical  Decoration. 

During  the  visit  (May  10  to  14)  of  the  Duke  and  Duchess 
of  York  to  Sheffield  the  town  was  gaily  decorated.  The

worth  notiDg.  His  shop  occupies  a  prominent  comer 
position  near  the  entrance  to  "  The  Farm  "—the  local 
residence  of  t>  e  Duke  of  Norfolk,  who  entertained  the  Royal 
visitors  At  the  corner  was  fixed  a  flagstaff,  27  test  long, 
bearing  a  12-foot  flag;  the  front  of  the  shop  was  neatly 
festooned  in  red,  blue,  and  gold,  interspersed  with  smaller 
flags;  and  a  m^tto,  "  Welcome,"  was  worked  on  blue  cloth, 
bordered  with  red  and  rosettes,  the  letters  being  formed  of 
gilded  poppy  heads,  each  separately  suspended  and  waving 
with  the  wind;  also  the  letters  "G"  and"  M"  on  scarlet 
shields,  these  letters  also  being  formed  of  gilded  poppy- 
heads.  The  principal  object  of  the  visit  was  the  opening  of 
a  new  wing  of  the  Sheffh  Id  Public  Hospital  and  D'spensary. 

The  Teaching  of  Chemistry  in  London. 

The  Technical  Kducation  Board  of  the  London  County 
Council  have  appointed  a  special  sub-committee,  consisting  of 
Dr.  W  J  Russel,  Sir  Philip  Magnus,  Mr.  Ludwig  Mond,  Mr. 
W.  Pearce,  Mr.  H  J.  Powell,  Professor  Ramsay,  and  Mr. 
C.  M  Stuart  to  inquire  into  the  teaching  of  chemistry  as  at 
present  conducted  in  the  day-schools  and  eveniDg  classes 
throughout  London  and  in  important  provincial  centres 
The  pioneer  lectares,  inaugurated  last  year  by  the  London 
Society  for  the  Extension  of  University  Teaching,  for  the 
Technical  Education  Board  of  the  London  County  Council, 
have  included  courses  of  ten  lectures  by  Pr  feasor  V  B. 
Lewes  and  Mr  W.  P.  Bloxam.  Professor  Lewes  has  given 
the  following  courses  or  lectares  during  the  session,  with  the 
results  appended  : — Chemistry  of  Arts  and  Manufactures,  at 
Deptford,  attendance  in  all  250 ;  a  similar  course  at 
Fulham,  attendance  700 ;  Air,  Fire,  and  Water,  attend- 
ance 500.

British  Medical  Association  Exhibitors. 
A  meeting  of  the  intending  exhibitors  at  the  forthcoming 
British  Medical  Association  Museum  was  held  on  Wednesday 
;at  Upton's  Restaurant,  Strand.    Mr.  Rebman,  who  piesideo, 
! said  that  since  their  last  meeting  the  Museum  Committee 
jhad  been  approached  by  the  deputation  appointed,  and  the 
questions  settled  upon  had  been  asked,  with  the  result  that 
'no  reduction  in  the  prices  charged  for  space  would  be 
allowed.    An  increase  in  the  height  allowed  for  display  had 
!been  granted.    No  application  for  space  would  be  considered 
jbefore  June  1,  and  then  all  would  be  gone  into  without 
(priority.    The  questions  as  to  division  of  space,  in  the  event 
pf  excess  of  applications,  and  as  to  the  non  admission  of  the 
Mineral  public  had  been  agreeably  settled.    These  results  did 
;  not  appear  satisfactory  to  the  meeting,  and  Mr.  Blaa  ex- 
pressed himself  in  strong  terms  at  the  way  exhibitors  ha-i 
kbeen  treated  by  the  Museum  Committee  in  the  matter  of 
|  increased  charges  for  space.    The  charge  of  35s.  per  square 
root  for  some  parts  of  the  space  was  preposterous,  and  he 
lihought  they  should  be  able  to  show  the  doctors  that  they 
I  would  not  exhibit  unless  some  concession  in  regard  to  price 
was  made.    Mr.  Rebman  explained  that  the  Museum  Com- 
mittee had  told  the  deputation  that  it  was  a  matter  of 
|oounds,  shillings,  and  pence  with  them,  as  their  expenses 
were  great,  and  the  money  must  be  raised  to  cover  them. 


This,  in  fact,  was  at  the  root  of  the  increase  in  the  charges. 
Altera  prolonged  and  somewhat  healed  discussion,  it  was 
proposed  by  Mr.  Blau,  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Katnow — 

That  a  firm  but  respectful  protest  be  addressed  to  the  Musevj; 
Committee  of  the  British  Medical  Association,   concerning  1*0 
exorbitant  prices  and  the  system  of  tendering  for  certain' 
in  the  hall.  i 

This  resolution  was  carried  unanimously,  but  in  the  sub- 
sequent discussion  it  was  pointed  out  by  a  gentleman,  whose 
name  we  did  not  catch,  that  the  effect  of  the  resolntim 
coming  from  them  (a  minority  of  the  exhibitors^  migM; 
.prejudice  their  interests  when  the  spaces  were  allotted.  TMs 
remark  evidently  appealed  to  the  meeting,  and  Mr.  BLvo, 
at  the  instance  of  the  Chairman,  withdrew  his  motion,  it 
being  the  general  opinion  that  the  protest  should  not;  be 
made  until  a  greater  number  of  exhibitors  had  joined  the 
Association.  The  following  gentlemen  were  then  appointed 
as  an  executive  committee  for  the  purpose  of  irawing  np 
rules  for  governing  the  Association's  proceedings: — Messrs. 
F.  J.  Rebman,  Hickey  (Parke,  Davis  &  Co  ),  Mayer  (Mayer 
&  Meltzer),  A.  P  Smith  (Arthur  &  Co  ),  J.  Sborrock  (BovrH, 
Limited),  Longmate  (Allen  and  Hanburys,  Irmited),  A.  W. 
Ball  (Burroughs,  Wellcome  &  Co ),  F  W  Ahbott  (Van 
Abbott  &  Sons),  T.  W  Down  (Down  Brothers),  M  Blan  (Efoff  s  I 
Malt  Extract),  A.  Essicger  (Hartman's  Wool-wool  Com- 
pany). Weiss  (John  Weiss  &  Son),  H  W.  lane  [Annoni  fe 
Co  ).    The  proceedings  then  terminated. 

The  New  Standard  of  Light. 

A  special  committee  was  appointed  by  the  Board  oi 
Trade  in  1891  on  the  standard  of  light  adopted  in  testing 
the  illuminating- power  of  the  gas  of  the  metropolis  The  com- 
mittee consisted  of  Mr.  W.  J  Dibdin  (chemist  to  the  London 
County  Council),  Dr.  Edward  Frankland,  Mr  H.  E.  Jenss 
f Commercial  Gas  Company),  Mr.  George  Livesey  (South 
Metropolitan  Gas  Company),  Dr  Odling  (Chairman  of  the 
committee),  Mr.  C  Rose-Innes,  Dr.  W.  J  Russell,  Mr.  G.  C. 
Trewly  (Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company),  and  the  Gas 
Referees-  -Mr.  A.  Vernon  Harcourt,  Professor  Rucker,  '-md 
Dr.  Pole.  Professor  V.  B  Lewes  was  appointed  Secretary  to 
tne  c  nimittee.  The  committee's  report  expresses  the  opinion 
that  the  present  standard — viz.,  "sperm  candles,  six  to  the 
pound,  burning  120  grains  in  the  hour" — is  not  satisfactory, 
from  various  reasons,  amongst  which  are  the  uncertainty  in 
manufacture,  especially  of  the  wicks,  and  also  on  account 
of  the  conditions  under  which  they  are  burned,  which  are 
pracically  uncontrollable  in  several  points  They  find  that 
Mr.  Vernon  Harcourt's  one-candle  pentane  ah -gas  flame  re- 
presents the  average  light  of  one  sperm  cardie,  hut  is  too 
small  for  actual  comparison  with  the  statutory  illnminatiop- 
power  of  the  gas.  They  further  find  that  Mr  W  J  Dibdin :;i 
ten-candle  pentane  argand  correctly  represents  the  valne  oi 
ten  average  candles  as  compared  with  Ha>conrt'3  one-candle 
standard,  and  recommend  that  Mr.  Dibdin's  standard  foe 
accepted  as  the  legal  standard,  and  that,  sealed  specimen's, 
of  the  burner  and  carburetter  be  deposited  with  the  Bbaj/d 
of  Trade.

'  a  yearly  salary  of  125Z  with  residence  and  allowances,  will 
be  appointed  by  the  Dublin  Guardians  on  Tuesday  next.- 
The  average  remuneration  for  such  offices  is  about  40Z. 

Soda-water  Bottles. 

At  Dublin  on  Saturday  last  the  Recorder  delivered  judg- 
ment in  the  case  of  Thwaites  v.  Shanks,  already  reported,  in 
which  the  defendants  appealed  from  the  decision  of  the 
Police  Magistrates,  fining  them  5/.  for  having  used  the 
iplaintifi's  bottles  for  their  mineral  waters.  The  Recorder, 
who  regretted  to  see  that  his  suggestion  for  an  agreement 
had  failed,  affirmel  the  decision  appealed  against,  each  party 
to  bear  their  own  costs.  He  hoped  the  result  of  this  litiga- 
tion would  be  the  establishment,  as  in  England,  of  a  proper 
clearance  system  That  seemed  the  business-like  method, 
and  was  in  the  long  run  for  the  advantage  of  the  first-class 
men,  whose  manufacture  was  worth  a  trade-mark  to  guard  ir. 

Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Society  of  Ireland. 

The  committee  of  this  Association  met  on  May  10,  at 
Belfasr-,  the  President  (Sir  James  Haslett,  J.P  )  in  the  chair 
Among;  other  business,  the  committee  considered  the  Shops 
Early-closing  Bill,  and  resolved  that  the  promoters  should 
be  requested  to  amend  the  clause  exempting  pharma- 
ceutical chemists  and  chemists  and  druggists  from  the 
penalties  for  supplying  medicines  after  the  shop  is  closed  by 
.ridding  the  words  '■  registered  druggist "  to  the  sub-section. 
As  this  would  ba  the  title  under  which,  in  the  near  future, 
the  majority  of  the  trade  would  be  known,  the  President 
undertook  to  write  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  now 
sitting  to  take  evidence.  The  Jaries  Bill  was  also  considered, 
r^nd,  as  this  Bill  may  be  passed  and  made  to  apply  to  Ire- 
land, it  was  determined  that  the  Society  should  seek  to  have 
chemists  and  druggists  and  registered  druggists  freed  from 
the  obligation  of  serving  on  juries.

Edinburgh  District  Chemists'  Trade  Association. 

The  annual  meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  on 
Tuesday  evening  at  36  York  Plaje,  Edinburgh,  Mr.  Peter 
Boa  presiding.  The  annual  report  showed  that  the  member- 
ship is  sixty- two,  being  seven  more  than  last  year.  As  the 
total  shows  that  only  a  little  over  one-third  of  the  available 
chemists  in  the  district  are  members  of  the  Association,  the 
committee  appealed  to  outsiders  to  come  in.  After  referring 
to  the  meetings  and  excursion  held,  the  report  proceeded  to 
comment  upon  the  slight  concession  given  by  Somerset 
House  in  regard  to  the  use  of  the  possessive  case,  and  also 
reported  that  upwards  of  550  circulars  had  been  sent  to 
medical  men  in  the  district  pointing  out  the  difficulty  which 
arises  when  stamped  medicines  are  prescribed  in  small 
quantities,  and  suggesting  the  advisability  of  prescribing 
these  with  other  preparations  of  a  simple  nature  in  order 
that  chemists  may  dispense  them  without  stamping  This 
circular  had  been  well  received.  A  considerable  number  of 
new  labels,  which  have  been  marked  "liable"  or  "not 
liable"  to  duty,  have  been  added  to  the  Association's  label- 
book,  which  has  been  frequently  consulted.  It  was  hinted 
that  a  book  containing  the  names  of  persons  to  whom 
it  is  inadvisable  to  give  credit  would  be  of  use  to 
the  members.  The  financial  statement,  which  included  a 
balance  from  last  year,  showed  an  income  of  59Z  4s  9d. 
The  balance  now  standing  is  121  10s  lO^d,  The  committee 
recommended  that  the  Association  should  picnic  this  year 
at  Kinross,  going;  from  Edinburgh  by  train  to  Perth,  driving 
from  there  by  Bridge-of-Earn  and  Glenfarg,  and  returning 
by  train  to  Edinburgh.  After  some  conversation  it  was 
agreed  to  adopt  the  recommendation  of  the  committee,  who 
were  instructed  to  carry  out  the  details  of  the  arrangements. 
The  date  for  the  picnic  was  fixed  for  Wednesday,  June  12. 
The  Chairman,  before  passing  on  to  the  election  of  office- 
bearers, moved  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  office-bearers  of  (he 
Pharmaceutical  Society  for  permission  to  hold  their  meetings 
there,  and  to  Mr.  J.  R.  Hill  for  his  unfailing  courtesy.  The 
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motion  was  adopted.  Mr.  Bja  was  afterwards  re-elected 
President,  Mr.  Bowman  Vice-President,  Mr.  C.  F.  Henry

Suicide  op  a  Pharmacist. — The  Cochin  Hospital,  Paris, 
was  the  scene  of  a  painful  tragedy  on  Thursday  morning  of 
last  week.  After  having  prepared  the  medicines  for  the 
morning  distribution,  M  Millot,  the  assistant  superintendent 
of  the  pharmacy,  was  leaving  the  laboratory,  when  he  was 
noticed  to  falter.  Before  help  could  be  given  him,  he  fell 
heavily  to  the  ground  "  Let  me  remain  here,"  he  moaned  ; 
"lam  poisoned."  A  house  surgeon  was  quickly  in  attend- 
ance, and  M.  Millot  confessed  to  having  taken  30  grammes  of 
strychnine  mixed  with  milk  He  died  two  hours  later,  after 
suffering  great  pain.  Desespoir  d' amour  is  the  explanation 
igiven  for  the  act.  Millot  was  32  years  of  age,  married,  and 
ithe  father  of  three  children.

I  Vichy  Salt. — The  Eaux  de  Vichy  Company  is  now 
ingaged  on  a  number  of  lawsuits  on  various  questions  of 
ompetition,  protection  of  its  trade- marks,  &c.  One  of  the 
ases  has  been  brought  against  a  pharmacist,  who  is  accused 
f  having  placed  on  bags  or  sachets  supposed  to  contain 
ichy  Salts  a  mark  which  is  a  fraudulent,  or  at  least  an 
'licit,  imitation  of  the  company's  registered  marks.  Judg- 
ment was,  however,  given  in  favour  of  the  pharmacist  on  the 
illowing  grounds  :  —  "  The  designation  of  bicarbonate  of  soda 
inder  the  name  oE  Vichy  Salt  is  in  constant  and  general  use. 
i  has  been  consecrated  by  the  French  Codex  and  has  long 
ince  fallen  into  the  public  domain.  In  the  Codex  the 
l'ords  Vichy  Salt  are  synonymous  with  bicarbonate  of  eoda. 
:  Houbtless  the  salts  extracted  from  the  Vichy  mineral- waters 
Ire  not  identical  as  regards  composition  with  the  commercial 


Vichy  Salt,  and  a  pharmacist  cannot  sell  any  other  product 
than  that  of  the  company  under  the  name  of  Natural  Salt 
of  Vichy,  bat  no  charge  of  the  kind  is  brought  aaainst  the 
defendant.  The  words  printed  on  the  bags  do  not  go 
beyond  permissible  competition."  The  company  had  to  pay 
the  costs  of  the  lawsuit. 

Municipal  Pharmacies.  —  A  socialist  newspaper,  Lc 
Reveil  du  Nord,  of  Lille,  is  very  wrath  with  its  contemporary, 
Zc;  Progr'es  du  Nurd,  because  the  latter  has  ventured  to 
publish  a  few  sensible  remarks  on  the  subject  of  municipal 
pharmacy,  as  a  result  of  the  recent  proposal  made  at  a 
meetiDg  of  the  Paris  Municipal  Council,  and  already  referred; 
to  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  A  phrase  published 
by  the  Progvps  seems  to  have  given  special  offence  to  the 
Socialists.  It  reads  as  follows: — "Poor  citizens  would  not 
benefit  by  the  innovation,  because,  alike  at  Paris  and 
Ronbaix,  they  are  supplied  with  medicaments,  not  at  cost  ■ 
price,  but  gratuitously."  Le  Reveil,  says  in  reply  : — "  O 
happy  poor !  Let  the  workers  hurry  up,  and  get  themselveo 
inscribed  in  large  numbers  at  the  Public  Relief  Offices.  Let 
the  municipalities  double  and  treble  the  subventions  given 
for  outdoor  relief.  Then,  thanks  to  philanthropy  and  the 
charity  of  capitalists,  workers  can  recover  their  health 
gratuitously  when  ill,  for  everyone  knows  that  dispensaries 
are  model  administrations,  and  that  waste  and  favouritism 
are  unknown  vices  there. "  The  whole  of  the  reply  by  Le 
R.cveil  is  very  much  of  the  same  tenor,  and,  of  course, 
greatly  in  favour  of  municipal  pharmacies ;  but  the  day 
when  the  latter  will  become  an  accomplished  fact  in  Fram  e 
seems  still  very  remote. 

Mineral  Watebs. — At  the  Chamber  of  Deputies  or 
Tuesday,  M.  Chassaing  had  the  distinction  of  the  firsr 
question  of  the  Session,  for  which  he  excused  himself.  Mr 
referred  to  a  circular,  dated  August  9,  1894,  of  the  Service  of 
Public  Hygiene  attached  to  the  Minister  of  the  Interior. 
This  Administration,  he  complained,  had  interpreted  a  vote 
of  the  Academy  of  Medicine  concerning  mineral  watera  to 
mean  that  the  bottling  of  these  waters  is  a  source  of  grave 
danger.  But  the  chief  offence  seems  to  have  been  that  the 
sterilisation  of  the  bottles  by  a  special  apparatus  was  recom- 
mended, whereby  a  certain  firm  had  obtained  a  gratuitous 
advertisement.  These  and  other  misdeeds  were  credited  to 
the  Public  Hygiene  Service.  M.  Bourgoin,  pharmacies 
deputy,  as  a  member  of  the  Academy  of  Medicine,  said 
that  the  manner  in  which  bottles  of  mineral  waters  are  put 
up  does  not  cause  any  real  risk  to  the  consumer.  M. 
Leygaes,  Minister  of  the  Interior,  justified  the  doings  of  hi ) 
department  in  a  brief  speech.  The  Academy  of  Medicine 
had  drawn  attention  in  a  report  to  the  fact  that  certain 
mineral  waters  were  contaminated.  Foreign  competitors 
ha<j  made  an  ingenious  use  of  the  opinion  so  expressed,  and 
the  sale  of  French  mineral  waters  had  greatly  fallen  off,  by 
which  a  considerable  loss  was  entailed  financially.  The 
Minister  complimented  his  department  on  what  had  been 
accomplished,  and  the  Chamber  voted  in  his  favour. 

A  Prescription  Difficulty. — For  nearly  sixteen  months, 
a  curious  case  has  been  before  the  French  Courts,  which  has 
only  recently  been  settled  in  favour  of  the  pharmacist  who 
prosecuted  a  medical  man  in  the  Deux  Sevres  Department, 
as  the  result  of  a  prescription  written  by  the  latter,  of  which 
the  following  is  a  translation  : —

For  one  cachet,  anil  make  twelve  similar  one?. 

The  prescription  was  handed  to  a  neighbouring  pharmacist 
to  be  made  up,  who  has  since  said  that  he  thought  the 
combination  curious,  but  made  the  cachets  up  all  the  same. 
In  the  course  of  a  day  or  two  the  patient  seemed  to  get  no 
benefit  from  the  treatment,  and  opened  one  of  the  cachets, 
which  was  found  to  be  empty.  This  led  to  a  charge  of 
fraud,  in  the  nature  of  articles  sold,  being  brought  against; 
the  pharmacist.  The  local  gendarmes,  however,  did  not 
care  to  deal  with  the  mysteries  of  pharmacy,  and  would  not 
move  in  the  matter.  The  pharmacist,  after  trying  to  get 
some  satisfaction,  finally  prosecuted  the  physician  for  libel. 
In  due  course  an  expert,  in  the  person  of  M.  Villiers,  pro- 
fessor at  the  Paris  School  of  Pharmacy,  was  deputed  to 
report  on  the  case.    He  gave  evidence  to  the  effect  that  be 
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had  found  on  analysis  half  of  the  alkaloid  and  an  equal  part 
of  the  sugar.  Tine  disappearance  of  the  remainder  was 
attributed  to  the  action  of  the  vinegar.  M  Villiers  stated 
that  similar  cachets  made  up  by  himself  for  experiment  only 
contained  the  same  proportion  of  solid  substances  when 
■tested  several  days  later.  He  further  added  that  the  pre- 
scription had  very  much  the  appearance  of  being  a  trap  set 
for  the  pharmacist.  By  a  clever  use  of  the  French  judicial 
procedure,  the  doctor  dragged  the  case  through  several 
Courts,  but  judgment  was  finally  given  against  him  for  500 f, 
fine,  l.QGOf.  damages,  and  to  pay  the  C03ts  of  the  entire 
lawsuit.

Exhibition  in  Japan. — The  exhibition  at  Kioto,  referred 
to  recently,  will  remain  open  nnt  1  August  next.  It  is 
In  commemoration  of  the  eleven  hundredth  anniversary  of 
Ehe  foundation  of  the  city. 

A  New  Wholesale  Drug  house  in  Warsaw. — Under 
the  style  of  "  Droguen-Niedeilage  Vereinigter  Apotheker" 
(Drug  Depot  of  the  United  Pharmacists),  a  company  has 
been  formed  in  Warsaw.  Poland,  to  carry  on  the  business  of 
wholesale  druggists.  The  capital  of  the  company  is 
I05,000r.  Mr.  Ladislas  Wierogurski,  is  the  managing,  and 
Mr.  Bronislas  Popiel,  the  associate,  director. 

American  and  Russian  Petroleum  Interests  — 
Negotiations  for  an  agreement  between  the  American  Stan- 
dard Oil  Company  and  tbe  Russian  producers  of  petroleum 
for  a  division  between  the  two  parties  of  the  entire  trade  of 
the  world  are  still  proceeding.  The  proposal  is  at  present 
being  considered  by  M.  Witte.  the  Russian  Minister  of 
Finance  The  Standard  Company  is  estimated  to  have 
znade  2,000,OCO/  out  of  the  petroleum  boom  of  the  past  three 
weeks. 

Artificial  v.  Natural  Honey. — la  connection  with 
the  proposed  increase  in  the  German  Customs  duty  on 
honey,  tbe  question  whether  artificial  honey  can  be  dis- 
tinguished from  the  ndtural  prodact  by  chemical  means  has 
iately  attracted  much  attention  in  Germany.  The  last  word 
in  ths  matter  has,  so  far,  been  spoken  by  Mr.  Heule,  who,  on 
April  24,  in  the  debate  on  the  Customs  Bill  in  the  German 
Reichstag,  declared  that  it  was  not  possible  clearly  so  tc  dis- 
cicguish  the  two  varieties. 

CAMFOKNIA.N  Olive  Oil — In  reporting  on  the  Chicago 
Exhibition  we  dealt  f  ully  with  the  olive  culture  in  California 
and  the  manufacture  of  olive  oil.  We  now  observe  that  an 
attempt  i3  beiDg  made  to  introduce  the  oil  in  the  New  York 
inatket,  but  at  the  price  then  mentioned— viz.,  #1.50  per 
■wine-bottle.  The  agent  is  confident  that  the  time  is  not  far 
distant  when  more  olive  oil  will  be  produced  in  California 
than  is  produced  in  all  Europe;  but  it  will  be  some  years 
yet  before  the  oil  is  produced  at  75c.  per  bottle — i.e.,  18s.  per 
gallon. 

A  New  Dutch  Cocoa  Company. — The  business  of  the 
arm  of  J.  &  C.  Blooker,  cocoa  manufacturers,  of  Amsterdam, 
h  is  been  turned  into  a  company,  under  the  style  "  Inter- 
nationale Cocoafabiieken."  The  object  of  the  company  is  to 
manufacture  cocoa,  cocoa  powder,  chocolate,  butter  of  cocoa, 
and  other  cocoa-deriva'ives,  to  trade  in  these  articles  and 
the  raw  materials  from  which  they  are  made,  and  the 
buying  and  selling  of  cocoa-products  made  by  third  parties. 
The  capital  of  the  company  is  l,000,000f.  (about  85,000?.),  in 
200  shares  of  5,000£  each,  of  which  the  firm  of  J.  ic  C.  Blooker 
obtain  120  in  consideration  of  the  transfer  of  their  factory  to 
ike  company.  The  company  will  issue  debentures  to  the 
extent  ot  7SO,O0Of.  (625,000/.),  bearing  4  per  cent,  interest, 
of  which  300,0G0f.  are  irredeemable  and  secured  in  first 
taortgage  on  the  company's  factory,  and  450,000f.  redeem- 
able at  any  time.  The  whole  of  the  debentures  are  taken  up 
by  the  three  Messrs.  Blooker,  one  of  whom,  Mr.  D.  Blooker, 
will  act  as  managing  director,  and  a  fecond,  Mr,  J,  Blooker, 
>,)  secretary. 


Apollinaris  in  South  America  —  The  German  Consul 
at  Conception,  Chili,  is  aDgry  with  his  countrymen  for  pay- 
ing so  little  attention  to  the  quality,  and  especially  to  the 
packing,  of  the  goods  they  send  to  Chili,  and  has  written 
home  to  his  Government  that  this  want  of  care  loses  the 
Germans  many  orders.  "  For  instance,"  he  observes,  "  my 
own  firm  received  last  year  a  considerable  shipment  of 
Datuial  mineral  water  from  a  spring  in  the  Harz  mountains, 
Germany,  part  of  which  bad  run  out  of  the  bottles,  while 
another  portion  had  become  unfit  for  use,  simply  because 
the  bottles  had  been  closed  with  thoroughly  wretched,  bad 
corks  Now,  it  is  particularly  necessary  that  all  baverages 
aerated  with  carbonic- acid  gas  should  be  closed  with  the 
very  best  corks,  especially  when  the  goods  have  to  cross  the 
equator.  Through  this  misplaced  parsimony,  the  otherwise 
good  quality  of  the  Harz  wa'er  was  discredited  from  the 
beginning,  and  the  business  in  the  article  spoilt  entirely,  to 
the  advantage  of  other  mineral  waters  which  are  more  care- 
fully packed,  such  as  Apollinaris.  Although  that  water  is 
also  of  German  origin,  the  English  owners  of  the  spriDg 
take  care  that  it  is  always  sent  out  in  the  same  excellent 
mode  of  packing,  hence,  in  spite  of  its  high  piice,  it  enjoys 
a  colossal  sale  here."

Kempthorne,  Pkosser  &  Go's  New  Zealand  Drug 
Company  (Limited)  have  declared  a  dividend  of  7|  per 
cent,  for  tbe  half-year  ending  January  31,  and  carried  for- 
ward 13.453Z. 

Victorian  Rose-water — Thirty  gallons  of  rose-water 
were  produced  at  the  Dunolly  Scent  Farm,  Victoria,  in  1894. 
The  quality  is  stated  to  be  very  good,  and  three  or  four 
times  stronger  (!)  than  the  ordinary  aq.  rota;  of  commerce. 

The  N.S.W.  Pharmacy  Bill.— The  members  of  the  N  S.W. 
Pharmacy  Board  had  a  private  interview  with  the  Premier, 
Mr.  G.  H.  Reid,  on  March  21,  concerning  the  much-delayed 
Pharmacy  Bill.  The  object  of  meeting  the  Premier  was  to 
suggest  further  additions  to  the  Bill,  which  is  now  regarded 
aa  perfect  from  a  pharmaceutical  point  of  view.  Mr.  Reid 
promised  to  forward  the  draft  without  alterations  to  the 
parliamentary  draftsman,  and  gave  the  membersof  the  Board 
to  understand  that  the  draft  would  be  presented  to  the 
Assembly  without  any  alteration.  It  is  a  moot  point,  how- 
ever, whether  the  Bill  is  not  too  unwieldy,  in  which  case  the 
Government  will  probably  not  display  any  anxiety  to  take  it 
up  while  they  have  anything  else  in  hand. 

An  Australasian  Soap  Case. — The  equity  suit  of  A.  &  F. 
Pears,  of  London,  v  Field,  soapmakers,  of  Sydney,  which 
has  been  before  the  N.S.W.  Equity  Court  for  the  past  twelve 
months,  has  come  to  an  end.  The  suit  was  brought  against 
the  Sydney  firm  for  breaking  the  Trade- marks  Act,  by 
imitating  Pears'  unscented  soap  label.  It  was  defended 
until  a  few  months  back,  when  the  prospects  of  a  settlement 
looked  hopeful.  At  the  end  of  February  Mr,  McLaughlin, 
the  plaintiffs'  solicitor,  made  a  formal  application  for  a  per- 
petual injunction,  and,  there  beiDg  no  opposition  by  the 
defendant,  the  order  was  mac'e  The  defendant  agreed  to 
publish  throughout  the  colony  an  apology  for  the  infringe- 
ment, and  to  pay  465/.,  being  the  total  for  costs  and 
damages.

(balance  in  hand  on  December  31  of  800/.  lis.  The  income 
iof  the  College  cf  Pharmacy  was  2,257/.  5s.  3d.  (including 
jl38Z.13s.3i2.  balance  from  1893),  its  expenditure  1,848/  7s  Id., 
[leaving  a  balance  of  408/  17s.  8d  to  be  carried  forward. 
\Tlie  Chemist  and  Druggist  of  Av,stralasia  points  out  tbat

It  is  hoped  that  the 
iladoption  of  tbe  scheme  may  lead  to  an  improvement  in  the 
i pondition  of  pharmacy  in  the  colony.  If  anything  is  to  be 
■done  for  the  pharmacists  of  Queensland,  it  will  hp„ve  to  be 
ijione  by  the  S  >ciety,  for  the  Government  will  never  move 
||.unless  compelled.  Tbe  object  of  the  move  is  mainly  to  take 
lout  of  the  hands  of  unqualified  storekeepers  and  herbalists 
the  sale  of  drugs  and  medicines  in  whatever  form  they  are 
'(prepared  for  use  The  reorganisation  of  the  Society  will 
'(give  to  the  Council  an  opportunity  of  laying  down  a  fixed 
policy  with  some  hope  of  success,  and  may  possibly  cause 
greater  interest  among  pharmacists  in  the  Society  and  its 
j  purpose. 

The  ,  Phabmaceutical   Society    of    New  South 
Wales — The  annual  meeting  of  this  body  was  held  in 
ji3ydney  on  March  26.    Fifteen  members  (inclusive  of  the 
itahairman  and   secretary)    attended.      The  balance-sheet 
(  showed  that  tbe  receipts*  during  1894  had  been  255/  2s  ;  the 
[(expenditure  234Z  17s  Id.    The  Society's  total  assets  now

9s  lid     The  report  stated  that  the  Society  bad  suffered 
I  through  the  prolonged  financial  crisis  which  has  passer)  over 
I  the  colony,  and  in  consequence  of  the  tightness  of  money,

ing, the  subscriptions  have  fallen  off     But,  notwithstanding 
||;his,  the  financial  position  of  the  Society  is  better  than  it 
I  was  in  1893,  and  there  are  indications  of  better  times  to 
"  3ome.     "  Regarding   the  Pharmacy   Bill,"  continues  the 
report,  "your  Council  regret  not  being  able  to  report  its 
I  passing.    Your  Council  have  increasingly  laboured  to  keep 
I  the  interest  in  this  Bill  alive  by  continuous  representations 
I  to  headquarters,  as  well  as  deputations  to  ministers    Thf  re 
I  are,  however,  more  indications  which  lead  your  Council  to 
||believe  that  tbe  Bill  will  be  laid  before  Parliament  very 
i  jshortly."   DuriDg  the  year  1894  twenty  candidates  presented 
■  themselves  for  tbe  Final  examination,  of   whom  eleven 
;jpassed.    Of  twenty-nine  candidates  for  the  Preliminary 
Bxamination,  twenty-one  passed.     The  President,  in  bis 
ispeech,said  that  tbe  provisions  of  the  Pharmacy  Bill  were  as 
liberal  as  they  could  possibly  make  them,  every  existing 
right  being  recognised    One  of  the  most  earnest  aims  of 
(every  member  should  be  the  establishment  of  reciprocal 
relations  wich  the  other  colonies.   Judging  by  the  assistance 
they  had  had  from  the  Registrar  in  Melbourne,  and  the 
interviews  he  himself  had  had  with  the  President  and  the 
Registrar  of  the  Pharmacy  Board  in  South  Australia,  there 
[appeared  very  strong  hopes  of  reciprocity  in  the  near 
i  Ifuture.    He  would  like  to  see  the  Society  made  more  of  a 
i  social  and  instructive  institution  than  it  is.    Papers  honld 
be  read  occasionally,  so  as  to  bring  the  members  together, 
and  it  ought  to  come  within  the  scope  of  the  Society  to  pro- 
Imote  the  social  as  well  as  the  business  welfare  of  ita 
members.

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JmgmaJ  Institute  ipjjotograpjrjr. 

THE  United  Kingdom  Section  of  the  Imperial  Institute 
J.  have  arranged  an  Exhibition  of  Photography,  and  its 
applications  to  the  arts,  sciences,  and  industries,  which  was 
opened  to  the  public  on  Saturday  last.  The  exhibits  are 
arranged  on  the  upper  floor  of  the  Central  Gallery,  and  in 
the  North  Gallery  on  the  ground-floor.  The  Exhibition  is  to 
remain  open  until  the  end  of  July.  It  is  rather  scientific 
and  technical,  but  we  should  imagine  that  it  will  please  the 
■public  well,  for  throughout  the  pictures  are  of  the  most 
varied  character,  and  many  of  them  particularly  interesting. 
The  North  Gallery  is  divided  into  a  dozen  so-called  rooms, 
which  are  devoted  to  pictures,  apparatus,  machinery,  and 
oscasional  demonstrations  of  processes.  The  various  Govern- 
ment departments  bave  contributed  freely.  The  Chemical 
Department  of  the  War  Office,  Kew  Observatory,  Greenwich 
Observatory,  and  Professors  Norman  Lockyer  and  Noel 
Hartley  have  ssnt  selections  from  their  collections ;  while  the 
Governments  of  India,  Straits  Settlements,  Canada,  the 
Australian  Colonies,  British  Guiana,  and  Hong-Kong  have 
sent  some  very  interesting  photographs  illustrating  native 
customs  and  industries  and  the  chief  towns.  Some  of  the 
well-known  scientific  societies  also  contribute,  as  well  as  the 
leading  illustrated  weeklies,  and  leading  firms  of  printers 
and  photographers  have  liberally  contributed  to  make  the 
spectacular  part  of  the  Exhibition  attractive  and  popular. 

At  the  beginning  of  this  week  a  very  small  section  of  the 
Exhibition  remaned  incomplete,  and,  strange  to  say,  this 
was  the  first  on  the  catalogue — namely,  the  Historical  Divi- 
sion. Here  there  is  a  collection  sho  eing  the  development  of 
the  hand-camera,  but,  troth  to  tell.it  might  be  better  arranged, 
and  tha/j  easi  y.  Cbe  A.nscbu*;z  iastantaneous  camera,  for 
which  the  Blackfriars  Photographic  Company,  I  Surrey 
Row,  S.E  ,  are  the  agents,  is  placed  first,  whereas  we  should 
put  it  at  the  end  of  the  list  as  the  highest  development  in 
that  department.  The  germ  of  the  hand-camera,  so  far  as 
the  Exhibition  is  concerned,  is  shown  by  Mr.  C  G.  Collins, 
this  being  a  cu'ricil  leather- covered  box  designed  by  Mr. 
T.  Bolas.  It  is  Dot  a  bad  thing  at  all,  and  were  it  not  for  the 
clumsy  mechanism  it  would  still  pass  as  a  good  hand- 
camera.  It  is  arranged  for  focussing,  has  an  instantaneous 
3hutter  (released  by  pneuma'ic  powt-r),  and  a  chamber  for 
three  double  daik--dides.  Messrs.  Maeion  &  Co.  show  a 
number  of  early  i^feas,  more  compact  and  better  executed  ; 
while  the  Eastman  Photographic  Materials  Company, 
with  a  small  weatber-beaten  "Kodak  "  strike  the  keynote  of 
modern  notions  in  detective  cameras  and  compact  accessories. 
This  Company  also  exhibit  the  latest  pattern  of  the  fold- 
ing "  Kodak,"  a  camera  which  takes  7  by  6  pictures,  and  can  be 
squeezed  up  into  a  package  3  J  inches  thick.  The  "Kodet"  is 
shown  by  the  same  firm,  and  their  collection,  though  small, 
exhibits  the  primary  idea  of  this  department — namely,  evo 
lution.  We  were  interested  to  see  the  new  "  Komb6"  dissected 
into  its  parts  with  illustrations  of  its  work,  and  the  Eastman 
films  for  taking  the  pictures.  Watson,  of  Holoorn,  and 
Beck,  with  the  "  Frena,"  help  to  make  the  exhibit  interest- 
ing, while  gun,  watch,  purse,  tie,  and  field-glass  cameras 
show  the  fanciful  side  of  the  affair.  This  same  section  is 
understood  to  be  educational;  but  the  less  said  at  present 
about  that  the  better. 

The  North  Gallery-  exhibits  may  be  divided  into  four 
classes : — First,  official  exhibits,  which  need  not  be  referred 
to  further  than  to  say  that  they  are  worth  close  inspection 
as  being  in  many  cases  quite  unique;  second,  exhioits  illus- 
trating the  developmentcf  colour-photography  ;  third,  photo- 
mechanical processes,  including  photogravure,  half  tone 
work,  and  photo  ceramics  ;  and,  fourth,  trade  exhibits.  In 
colour-photography  there  is  very  little  that  is  new,  but  much 
that  is  pretty.  Mr.  E  J.  Wall,  one  of  the  best-known  phar- 
macist photographers  in  the  kingdom,  is  responsible  'for  the 
arrangement  of  this  section,  which  consists  chiefly  of 
chromo-prints  made  from  gelatine  blocks  of  the  objects 
photographed  through  yellow,  blue,  and  red  screens  sepa- 
rately. The  principle  is  substantially  the  same  throughout ; 
the  use  of  these  coloured  screens  ensuring  the  stopping-out 
of  the  other  primary  colours,  and,  whether  the  prints  are 
mide  from  a  gelatine  surface,  stone,  or  half-tone  metal 
blocks,  the  results  are  practically  alike— a  blend  of  the 


coloured  printers'  inks,  more  or  less  untrue  to  Nature.  We 
were  assured  by  an  attendant  at  the  British  Fine  Arts 
Society  (Limited),  who  have  a  beautiful  exhibition  of  photo- 
graphs, that  these  are  made  by  three  printings  upon  sensi- 
tised paper ;  but  we  wait  for  more  satisfactory  information 
before  we  feel  sure  that  the  Society's  beautiful  pictures 
are  photography  in  colours.  The  process  is  described  as 
Mathieu's. 

The  Photo-mechanical  Section  is  a  strong  one.  The 
Polytechnic  Institution  have,  for  example,  an  installation  of 
apparatus  and  machinery  which  is  worked  every  evening, 
and  shows  how  line  and  half-tone  blocks  are  produced  The 
Institution  is  now  training  pupils  in  this  industry,  «nd  we 
are  assured  that  the  demand  for  instruction  is  growing,  so 
that  ere  long  we  may  expect  a  bind  of  well  trained  artists  in 
this  department.  Newspaper^  as  well  as  the  public  will 
immediately  benefit  from  this  development. 

The  Photo-ceramic  Section  is  exc«llent.  It  is  a  very 
praiseworthy  attempt  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Snowdon  Ward  and 
Mr.  E.  J.  Wall  to  revive  the  dastiDg-on  process  of  repro- 
ducing photographs  on  china  and  enamel.  Interest  is  added 
to  this  section  by  the  fact  that  the  Princess  of  Wales  has 
contributed  a  tea-service  for  tweaty-four  persons,  each  piece 
of  which  bears  a  "  Kodak  "  photo  taken  by  the  Princess  and 
reproduced  in  the  enamelled  style.  The  tea  service  is  by  no 
means  pretty,  but  throughout  the  section  there  are  many 
beautiful  examples  of  the  art  which  is  the  coming  thing  in 
professional  photography  Demonstrations  are  given  on 
Monday,  Thursday,  and  Saturday  evening  by  Mr  W.  E. 
Henry,  C.E  ,  who  shows  how  the  photograph  is  taken  and 
transferred  to  the  china  and  burnt,  in  with  a  Fletcher's  Sit^* 
Battersea  furnace.  The  process  is  a  good  deal  bo  >med  just 
now,  and  is  not  all  smooth  sailing,  so  we  are  glad  to  notice 
that  Mr.  Wall  in  his  cases  of  examples  shows  a  good  many 
failures. 

Turning  to  the  exhibits  of  apparatus  and  materials  we 
shall  refer  to  each  one  very  briefly. 

Charles  Burr,  Wakefield  Street,  East  Ham,  illustrates  the 
manufacture  of  photographic  lenses  by  castings  and  grinding 
samples. 

Fuerst  Brothers,  17  Philpot  Lane,  E.C ,  show  Lumiere's 
ortho-chromatic  dry-plates  and  coloured  screens  for  use 
therewith. 

Hannam  &  Co.,  25  Soho  Square,  W.,  make  a  magnificent 
exhibit  of  photographic  mounts,  albams,  and  many  requisites, 
such  as  trimmers  and  vignettes,  for  use  in  printing.  The 
machinery  used  in  making  moants  is  also  shown,  and  the 
firm  as  agents  for  the  San  Camera  Company  show  a  few 
examples  of  the  latter's  manufactures. 

Morley  &  Cooper,  70  Upper  Street,  N.,  have  an  excellent 
case  full  of  apparatus,  but,  unfortunately,  no  one  in  attendance 
or  any  literature  to  explain  its  nature 

A.  &c  M.  Zimmermann,  Cross  Lane,  E.C.  as  agents  for 
Scherings,  of  Berlin,  exhioit  aatbion  (a  permanent  alkaline 
sulphite),  hydrokinone,  pyrogallic  acid,  and  xylodin  as  well 
as  "emulsion-paper,"  and  some  excellent  photographs  taken 
on  the  latter. 

B.  J  Edwards  &  Co.,  Hackney,  have  a  very  good  exhibit 
of  apparatus,  including  dark  slides,  camera  stands,  and  a  new 
-•eveloping-tray.  The  last  consists  of  an  open  frame  of 
enamelled  metal,  inside  which  is  a  movable  lining  formed  of 
a  single  piece  of  transparent  celluloid.  The  firm's  iso-chromatic 
pla'es  are  a  feature. 

The  Premier  Dry-plate  Company,  21  Charles  Street, 
Notting  Hill,  W.,  show  examples  of  the  work  done  with  their 
plates. 

J.  H.  Steward,  of  403  Strand.  W  C  ,  has  some  well-made 
cameras  on  show,  including  the  "0  (uniform  "and  "  Standard," 
and  photographic  lenses,  with  some  examples  of  his  optical 
lanterns  and  accessories  for  the  same. 

Airs  &  Co.,  of  152  Farringdon  Road,  EC,  exhibit  the 
"  Bessus"  plate  and  film-holders  and  other  "  Bessus " speciali- 
ties, which  we  described  some  time  ago. 

Penrose  &  Co.,  Upper  Baker  Street,  exhibit  more  fully 
than  any  other  firm  in  the  Institute  the  apparatus  and  tools 
required  in  photo-engraving. 

F  W.  Hart,  93  Stoke  Newington  Road,  N  ,  shows  a  flash- 
light installation,  consisting  of  a  movable  tent,  to  one  end 
of  which  are  attached  a  number  of  lamps,  each  of'  which 
burns  5  gr.  of  powdered  magnesium,  the  whole  lot  being 
simultaneously  ignited.    The  specimens  of  work  done  under 
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the  arrangement  are  almost  indistinguishable  from  daylight 
[photographs. 

I  Apart  from  the  apparatus  which  we  have  noted,  there  are 
'many  things  in  the  Exhibition  which  will  interest  those  who 
Ideal  in  photographic  goods  or  who  are  amateur  photo- 
graphers. The  Institute  is  a  pleasant  place  at  which  to 
spend  an  evening,  and  if  it  were  for  nothing  else  than  to  see 
the  magnificent  photographs  contributed  by  the  Australasian 
colonies,  which  are  shown  in  the  garden  verandahs,  a  visit 
Ifc'p  the  Exhibition  is  worth  making.

A.T  Worcester,  on  May  1,  Percy  White,  of  Liverpool,  was 
summoned  for  selling  pig- meal  which  was  certified  to  be 

■  worthless  for  feeding- purposes.  A  sample  of  the  meal  was 
linalyseri  by  Dr.  Voelcker,  who  found  in  it  21/60  per  cent,  of 

■  sand.  The  case,  however,  failed,  owing  to  the  time  when 
lithe  samplps  were  taken  not  being  within  the  ten  days,  as 
sj  required  in  the  Act. 


SALE  OF  UNCOLOURED  ARSENIC. 

WT  the  Atherstone  Police-court  last  week  Mary  Orme, 
iphemist,  of  Atherstone,  was  summoned  for  selling  %\  lbs. 
bf  arsenic  which  had  not  been  mixed  with  soot  or  indigo, 
as  required  by  law.  Mr.  Alfred  Sale  appeared  on  behalf  of 
the  defendant  (who  was  not  present),  and  stated  that  his 
ijjlient  admitted  having  sold  the  arsenic  unmixed,  but 
pleaded  that  it  was  an:  error  of  judgment.  The  arsenic  was 
sold  by  the  apprentice  to  a  man  for  the  purpose  of  destroy- 
ing vermin.  It  was  an  error  of  judgment,  and  he  asked  the 
iBench  to  deal  leniently  with  the  case.  Superintendent 
Hannah  stated  that  he  sa  *  the  entry  in  defendant's  poison- 
book  and  called  the  manager's  attention  to  it.  The  latter 
laid  he  thought  he  was  justified  in  selling  that  quantity,  as 
it  was  wanted  for  a  specific  purpose.  In  reply  to  the  Clerk, 
pe  explained  the  object  of  the  Arsenic  Act  in  requiring  colour 
to  be  added.  The  Chairman  said  the  Act  should  be 
larefully  carried  out ;  but  as  the  Bench  considered  the  sale 
iimply  an  act  of  inadvertence,  a  fine  of  10s.  and  10s.  6d. 
hosts  only  would  be  imposed. 


A  DISPUTE  ABOUT  A  CHEMIST'S  ALMANAC. 
IT  the  Southampton  County  Court,  on  May  7,  Frederick 
poodrich,  Delmar  Bicker-  Caarten,  and  Frank  John  Collett 
trading  as  the  South  of  England  Printing  and  Publishing 
pompany),  17  Laura  Place,  Southampton,  sued  W  T.  Jones, 
(hemist,  Sutton  Coldfield,  for  Ql  12s.  Id.,  balance  of  account 
i  .Ueged  to  be  due  for  p  iating  500  almanacs.  The  defence 
||ras  that  the  plaintiff's  traveller  guaranteed  that  the  ad- 
vertisements would  cover  the  cost  of  printing.  He  wa  , 
fiowever,  charged  10s  6d.  per  page,  less  40  per  cent.,  for 
E|  own  advertisements,  and  thus  the  amount  mentioted 
;|7a9  made  up.  Moreover,  some  of  the  advertisements  were 
lulgar.  The  plaintiff  said  these  had  been  sent  in  by  the 
efendant.  The  almanac  in  question  was  an  ordinary 
hemist's  annual.  Some  rather  absurd  advertisements  were 
mown  to  the  Court.  Ultimately,  his  Honour  gave  judgment 
Ibr  defendant.    Costs  were  not  asked  for. 


GUM  FOR  THE  "DEADLY  FLY-TRAP." 
j.T  York  Castle  on  Tuesday,  Mr.  E.  Ridley,  QC,  official 
jaferee,  commenced  the  hearing  of  evidence  in  the  case  of 
ilopkinson  v.  Bleasdales.  This  is  an  action  in  respect  to  the 
uality  of  birdlime  bought  by  Walter  Wray  Hopkinson.carry- 
bg  on  business  at  Doncaster  under  the  title  of  "  Executor  of 
[he  late  William  Slack,  '  from  Bleasdale  (Limited),  of  York, 
it  was  referred  by  Mr  Justice  Charles  at  the  last  Leeds 
Ussizes  to  Mr.  Ridley  as  arbitrator.  Damages  of  2,0002.  are 
|skeri  for,  anri  there  is  a  counterclaim. 

j  Mr  J.  W.  Chitty,  in  his  opening  statement  for  the  plain- 
II  explained  that  Mr.  Hopkinson  invented  and  patented  his 


fly-trap  in  1892.  Birdlime  was  an  essential  a  nstituent  of 
the  "  trap,"  and  this  he  purchased  from  defendant,  mixing 
with  it  other  materials — treacle  to  attract  the  flies,  quassia  to 
kill  them,  and  the  birdlime  to  hold  them  fast.  The  traps 
made  with  the  defen'dants'"birdlime  became,  it  was  alleged, 
bad,  and  were  returned.  620Z  of  the  damages  were  in  respect 
of  these  returns.  Plaintiff  in  his  evidence  stated  that  he  at 
first  purchased  "  Pickf ord's  birdlime "  from  the  agents, 
Kaye,  of  Stockport.  There  was  an  enormous  sale  in  1393 
for  'he  fly-traps,  and,  though  defendants  supplied  him  with 
birdlime,  it  was  not  of  their  own  manufacture.  Customers 
complained  of  the  1894  papers,  but  they  were  made  of  the 
same  ingredients,  in  the  same  proportions,  as  those  in  1893. 
Cross-examined,  plaintiff  said  the  sum  of  1,1982.  7s.  10/2, 
represented  the  value  of  the  papers  returned,  to  be  returned, 
and  in  stock.  It  was  possible  that  amongst  the  papers 
made  from  Bleasdales  birdlime  returned  there  might 
have  been  some  made  from  Pickford'3.  Cross-examine 
tion  of  the  plaintiff  was  concluded  on  Wednesday. 
The  other  witnesses  were  Joseph  Morris,  his  assistant,  who 
said  that  after  the  complaints  Mr.  Humphreys,  defen- 
dants' traveller,  said  he  would  give  instructions  that  less 
resin  should  be  used  in  making  the  birdlime.  William' 
Parkinson,  wholesale  druggist,  Burnley,  said  he  returned  159 
gross  last  year  and  87  gross  this  year.  The  fly-traps  were 
moist  on  being  opened,  but  not  sticky ;  they  were  totally 
different  to  those  supplied  in  1893  Other  present  and  past 
assistants  of  plaintiff's — viz ,  William  Bowdler,  Arthur 
Henry  Herbert,  trooper  in  the  Royal  Horse  Guards,  Richard 
Henry  Whitehead,  South  Shields,  and  Henry  James  Nether- 
cote,  York — testified  to  the  making  of  fly-trap^,  and  following 
them  were  a  number  of  retailers  who  spoke  of  the  deteriora- 
tion, Mr.  Thomas  Fairley,  public  analyst,  Leeds,  giving 
expert  evidence 

Mr.  Kershaw,  Q.C  ,'  on  behalf  of  the  defendants,  argued 
that  the  sale  was  simply  a  sale  by  sample,  and  if  the 
defendants  supplied  the  bulk  equal  to  the  sample  in  every 
respect  there  was  no  further  obligation  on  them  that  it 
should  be  fit  for  the  purpose  of  the  person  who  purchased  it: 
The  plaintiff  had  failed  to  get  a  lasting  power  in  his  paper, 
and  no  commercial  man  would  warrant  his  materials  to 
make  a  certain  article  when  he  knew  other  articles  were 
goiDg  to  be  used.  Mr.  Kershaw  explained  that  the  plaintiff 
did  not  complain  until  June  26.  Mr.  Humphreys,  secretary 
of  Bleasdale  (Limited),  having  been  examined,  the  Court 
adjourned  for  the  day.

Nio  one  (says  the  Chester 
ironiele)  is  better  known  in  the  district  of  Boughton  than 
|  Guy.  When  be  came  to  Chester  a  stranger  in  1868,  the 
ctor  of  Boughton  was  kind  enbugh  to  call  upon  him  and 
w|  press  his  regret  that  he  had  thought  of  setting  up  business 
ere,  as  he  was  certain  to  fail.  People  who  wanted  anything 
ways  went  up  town  for  it,  he  added.  Mr.  Guy  replied  that 
he  had  made  a  mistake  he  had  also  made  a  double  mistake, 
6i_a  r  he  had  got  married  to  go  there.  He  believed  God  helped 
ose  who  helped  themselves,  and  he  intended  to  help  himself, 
ding,  "I  am  a  sticker."  Mr.,  Guy  "  stuck "  there  for 
enty-seven  years,  e-ich  year  becoming  more  prosperous, 
itil  he  now  feels  himself  able  to  relinquish  all  connection 
th  his  business,  which  he  has i transferred  to  Mr.  Thomas 
irter,  brother  of  the  proprietor  of  the  Royalty  theatre. 

Professor  James  Dewab  has  now  replied  to  his  critics 
regard  to  the  discovery  of  liquid,  oxygen.  He  claims  for 
r  mself  only  the  invention  of  vacuum-  jacketted  apparatus, 
1  ith  which  it  is  possible  to  keep  oxygen  liquid  once  it  is 
itained.  In  the  court e  of  his  lecture  at  the  Royal  Institu- 
)n  oh  May  9  he  gave  particular  -credit  for  work  in  con- 
ction  with  the  liquefaction  of  igases  to  Wroblewski,  who 
is  born  in  Polaud  in  1845.  As  a  young  man  he  was  a 
illiant  student  at  the  University  of  Kieff,  but  for  his 
Lvanced  political  ideas  he  was  exiled  to  Siberia  in  1863, 
bere  he  spent  four  years,  and  with  the  powerful  influence 
friends  was  set  free.  Leaving  Russia,  he  wandered  about 
om  one  European  university  to  another,  trying  to  get  the 
ofes&ors  to  listen  to  a  new  cosmical  theory  he  had  thought 
it  while  in  exile.  Kirchoff  turned  a  cold  ear  to  him  at 
eidelberg,  and  Clausius  was  equally  unsympathetic  at 
Dnn;  but  he  found  a  friend  in  ..  Yon   Helmholtz,  who 


obtained  for  him  a  post  in  the  laboratory  at  Strassburg. 
Here  Wroblewski  found  his  feet  and  soon  launched  on  the 
scientific  world  a  series  of  papers  which  showed  that  he  was 
studying  gaseous  problems  to  some  advantage.  Later  on  he 
got  to  the  Ecole  Normale  in  Paris,  and  there  assisted  M. 
Cailletet  with  bis  investigations  into  the  liquefaction  of 
oxygen.  This  was  about  1868,  Wroblewski  left  to  work  at 
the  problem  on  his  own  account  at  the  University  of  Cracow, 
taking  with  him  some  of  Cailletet's  apparatus  He  soon  got 
ahead  of  Cailletet,  and  was  afterwards  joined  by  Charles 
Olszewski  (who  charges  Professor  Dewar  with  plagiarism). 
Soon  there  came  a  rupture  between  them,  and  one  tried  to 
anticipate  the  other  point  by  point.  In  Paris  Wroblewski 
was  denounced  for  picking  Cailletet's  brains,  and  the  Paris 
Academy  crowned  Cailletet  as  the  liquefier  of  oxygen,  while 
Berlin  voted  honours  to  "Wroblewski. 

The  "  London  correspondent  "  of  the  Montreal  Pharma- 
ceutical Journal  gives  Canadians  some  particulars  regarding 
Professor  W.  R.  Dunstan.  It  is  stated  that  the  professor  is 
only  39  years  of  age.  He  attracted  considerable  attention 
when  attending  the  practical  chemistry  courses  of  the  School 
of  Pharmacy.  He  was  always  indulging  in  mild  explosions, 
and  investigating  bodies  which  had  little  interest  to  average 
pharmaceutical  students.  His  studiously  reserved  manner 
did  not  render  him  popular  with  his  fellows,  but  his  abilities 
and  energy  were  recognised  by  his  teachers  at  an  early  date. 
In  1885  Mr.  Dunstan  succeeded  Professor  Redwood  in  the 
chair  of  chemistry.  Professor  Dunstan  is  not  a  pharmacist, 
and  therefore  a  separate  lecturer  in  pharmacy  was  appointed. 
About  this  time  Professor  Dunstan  married  the  daughter  of 
Professor  Cash,  F.R.S  (?),  the  eminent  pharmacologist,  of 
Aberdeen  (?),  and  by  his  influence  he  obtained  an  appointment 
at  Oxford  to  arrange  the  classes,  ,.V'c  ,  in  materia  medica  and 
deliver  some  supplementary  lectures.  For  this  he  was 
rewarded  by  the  conferring  of  the  M.A.  (Oxon)  honoris 
causa.  Professor  Dunstan  was  elected  a  Fellow  of  the 
Royal  Society  in  1893.  As  a  lecturer  Professor  Dunstan  is 
perfectly  at  home,  combining  a  distinguished  manner  with 
lucidity  of  exposition  and  considerable  flow  of  language. 
But  he  is  not  popular  with  his  students.  He  commands 
their  respect,  and  does  not  want  their  affection.  His 
sarcastic  remarks,  when  aroused  by  an  inattentive  or  thick- 
headed student,  are  guaranteed  to  rankle.  Professor  Dun- 
stan must  be  classed  as  a  luckv  man,  as  without  passing  a 
single  examination  in  his  life  he  has  attained  a  very  high 
position  in  the  scientific  world,  and  at  an  early  age.  From 
his  mother,  who  is  stated  to  have  been  of  Italian  origin,  he 
probably  derives  the  indefatigable  energy  and  tact  which  has 
enabled  him  to  succeed  where  others  have  failed.  Those 
who  know  him  best  have  unlimited  faith  in  his  capacity,  and 
only  regard  his  present  pasition  as  a  step  to  further 
distinctions. 

There  is  a  firm  of  chemists  in  Capetown,  says  a  writer  in 
the  Cape  Argus,  who  have  on  one  side  of  their  glazed  door  the 
picture  of  an  owl  with  the  inscription  ,;  The  owl  is  a  wise 
bird,"  and  on  the  other  panel  a  notice  to  persons  who  may 
use  the  night  bell,  in  which  they  beseech  them  after  ringing 
the  bell  to  "  wait  at  least  two  minutes  so  as  to  enable  the 
dispenser  to  dress  himself  !  "  In  Capetown,  as  elsewhere,  it 
seems  night  customers  are  in  the  habit  of  clamouring  for 
admittance  as  if  the  house  was  on  fire.

The  figures  in  parentheses  are  the  numbers  prefixed  to  the 
candidates'  names  on  the  official  voting-paper.  The  condi- 
tions of  our  competition  do  not  provide  for  a  numerical  vote> 
and  we  arrive  at  the  above  orr'er  by  noting  the  frequency 
with  which  our  voters  place  the  candidates  in  particular 
positions.  The  accidental  circumstance  that  a  tolerably  large 
number  of  the  voters  sent  in  only  fourteen  names  has  given 
ns  diversity  of  figures,  but  these  are  useless  for  comparison. 
For  example,  Mr.  Hampson  gets  240  for  Mr.  Carteighe's  236. 
Mr.  Bateson  ties  with  Mr.  Atkins  and  so  on.  But  when 
we  look  at  the  votes  for  the  first  place,  Mr.  Carteighe  is 
placed  there  far  ahead  of  his  competitors,  thus: — Carteighe 
72,  Martindale  38,  Atkins  20.  The  voting  ror  the  second  place 
confirms  this,  MartiDdale  running  in  first,  and  Atkins  again 
third,  with  Carteighe  in  between  In  this  way  we  arrive  at 
the  order  of  our  p all.  The  fourteenth  place  on  the  poll  is 
by  our  vote  awarded  to  all  the  candidates ;  but  Mr.  Savory 
and  Mr.  Wills,  with  an  equal  number  of  supporters,  head  this 
list.  Mr.  Savory's  title  to  the  fourteenth  place  is  supported 
by  the  fact  that  he  is  not  placed  amongst  the  last  four  on 
the  poll,  as  determined  by  the  votes  for  the  fifteenth  to 
eighteenth  places.  These  are:— Wills  59,  Corder  59, 
Campkin  104,  and  Bateson  106  ;  and  the  significance  of  this 
is,  that  in  the  opinion  of  our  vo'ers  these  are  the  names 
which  will  be  most  frequently  scratched  out  of  the  list.  We 
should  not  be  surprised  if  the  prophecy  turns  out  to  be  quite 
wrong.  There  is  nothing  like  a  little  opposition  to  wake  up 
the  supporters  of  a  candidate,  and  here  is  the  sign  of  it  for 
them.  Moreover,  Mr.  Wills  has  been  openly  threatened  by  a 
circular,  issued  by  eleven  divisional  secretaries  of  London, 
which  does  not  ask  members  of  the  Society  to  support  more 
than  five  of  the  six  Ljndon  candidates  —  viz.,  AUen, 
Carteighe,  Hills,  Martindale,  and  Savory.  With  the  retire- 
ment of  Mr.  Richardson  two  new  members  at  least  will  get 
in,  and  it  is  possible  that  Mr.  Wills  may  be  one  of  them. 


THE    CHEMISTS'  CO-OPERATIVE 
SOCIETY  (LIMITED). 
The  Secretary  of  the  Trust  Agenoy  and  Guarantee  Company 
of  England  (Limited)  asks  us  to  publish  the  subjoined 


correspondence  which  has  passed  between  him  and  ourselves. 
We  are  quite  unable  to  understand  the  desire  of  the  Trust 
Agency  people  to  have  their  letters  mide  public,  unless  it  is 
that  they  are  proud  of  them  as  literary  productions.  It 
surprises  us  that  the  promoters  of  a  public  company  should- 
manifest  a  desire  to  stifle  independent  investigation  into  the 
proposal  they  have  made  to  sell  certain  property  to  the 
public  for  the  trifle  of  200,0002.  This,  as  will  be  seen,  is 
what  their  ridiculous  threats  amount  to.  Nor  do  we  perceive 
that  the  company  have  any  claim  on  us  on  the  gronnd  of 
fairness,  on  which  they  submit  it.  But  we  accede  to  their 
request  the  more  willingly  because  we  think  the  publication 
of  these  letters  will  help  chemists  to  appreciate  this  crude, 
scheme. 

It  is  necessary  to  explain  that,  after  the  publication  of 
the  prospectus  of  the  Chemists'  Co-operative  Society,  infor- 
mation reached  us  showing  that  many  of  the  chemists 
whose  businesses  had  been  said  to  have  been  acquired  by 
the  company  were  indignant  at  the  public  announcement  of 
the  fact  before  the  purchase  had  been  completed,  and  that 
some,  at  least,  did  not  recognise  the  allegation  that  the  con- 
tract to  purchase  had  been  concluded.  We  thereupon 
wrote  a  letter  to  each  of  the  forty  chemists  named,  as 
follows : — 

It  ha;  come  to  our  knowledge  that  certain  of  the  businesses  mentioned 
in  the  prospectus  of  the  Chemists'  Co-operative  Society  (Limited)  as  having 
been  acquired  by  that  company  have  not  actuady  been  transferred.  We 
shall  be  glad  if  you  will  let  us  know  in  confidence  how  you  stand  as  regards 
the  company  ;  if  they  have  contracted  to  buy  your  business,  and  when  that, 
contract  is  to  be  fulfilled. 

The  correspondence  which  the  Trust  Company  wish  to 
have  published  had  reference  to  the  above  circular  letter, 
and  is  now  appended  :  —

to  be  transferred.  "Will  you  lie  good  enough  to  say  by  what  right  you, 
as  the  Editor  of  a  newspaper,  claim  to  inquire  of  vendors  matters  which 
relate  to  themselves  personally  ?  This  is  an  impertinence  which  they  wiif 
probably  deal  with  ;  but,  as  regards  the  malicious  and  libellous  insinuation 
you  have  thought  fit  to  propagate,  I  am  instructed  to  require  an  imme- 
diate explanation  and  apology,  failing  which  our  Solicitors,  Messrs.  Ashurst,- 
Morris,  Crisp  &  Co.,  will  be  at  once  instructed.

P.S. — I  request  you  in  common  fairness  to  publish  in  your  this  week's 
issue  the  correspondence  that  has  passed  between  us. 
The  Editor,  Chemist  and  Ducggist. 

The  information  before  us  fully  confirms  what  we  have 
stated.  Of  course,  we  do  not  doubt  for  a  moment  that  the 
Chemists'  Society  has  a  clear  enough  contract  with  the 
Trust  Agency,  and  it  is  not  unlikely  that  the  Trust  Agency 
may  have  a  sufficient  legal  contract  with  the  chemists 
named.  All  we  say  is  that  all  fche  chemists  referred  to  do 
not  understand  this ;  that  a  number  of  them  were  very 
surprised  and  reasonably  indignant  to  find  the  apparent 
sale  of  their  businesses  trumpeted  forth  to  the  world  when 
there  was  no  certainty  that  the  purchase-money  agreed 
upon  could  be  raised  ;  for  it  is  doubtful  if  the  Trust  Agency, 
with  its  nominal  capital  of  10,000/ ,  could  fulfil  the  contracts 
and  we  are  sceptical  whether  J.  W.  Douglas,  who  figures  in 
the  prospectus  as  the  contractor,  is  in  a  position  to  become 
the  owner  of  forty  chemists'  shops. 

The  Trust  Agency,  it  may  be  again  explained,  is  the  body 
which  has  had  dealings  with  the  chemists,  and  which  now 
•aims  to  transfer  its  purchases  to  the  Chemists'  Co-operative 
Society.  We  published  the  particulars  of  the  registration  of 
this  company  (which  was  dated  November  17,  1894)  on 
December  8.  Its  nominal  capital  was  stated  to  be  10.00CZ., 
and  its  objects  were  defined  thus  :  To  carry  on  the  business 
of  acquiring,  holding,  and  dealing  in  stocks  and  shares,  com- 
pany promoting,  financing,  banking,  underwriting,  and  all 
kinds  of  guarantee  and  agency  business ;  to  undertake  the 
office  of  trustee,  receiver,  and  liquidator,  official  or  otherwise, 
■executor,  administrator,  guardian,  committee,  manager, 
factor,  agents,  &c. 


DIGESTIVE  FERMENTS. 

Dr.  Edmund  Moody  Smith,  D.P.H.  Cantab.,  of  York, 
■devoted  his  thesis  for  M.D.  Edin.  to  a  study  of  the 
present-day  preparations  of  the  digestive  ferments,  and  his 
Alma  Mater  gave  him  commendation  for  it.  We  should 
thick  that  the  leading  manufacturers  of  the  preparations 
will  also  give  Dr.  Smith  high  commendation,  for  seldom 
has  there  been  published  such  a  complete  justification  of 
factory-made  articles  as  Dr.  Smith  gives  in  his  abstract  of 
the  thesis  printed  in  the  British  Medical  Journal.  We 
cannot  quote  the  nice  things  that  are  said  about  them,  and 
must  confine  ourselves  to  stating  that  by  laboratory  experi- 
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nient  and  chemical  experience  Dr.  Smith  testifies  to  the 
value  of  the  following  : — Armour's,  Bullock's,  Fairchild's, 
Parke- Davis's,  and  Wyeth's  pepsins  and  Stem's  "  pepsalia." 
The  liquid  preparations  commended  are  Armour's  glycerole 
of  pepsin,  Bleasdale's  peptic  essence,  Benger's  liquor  pepticus, 
Bullock's  acid  glycerine  of  pep>in,  Fairchild's  glycerinum 
pepticum,  Hockin's  liquor  podopbyllin.  et  pepsin.,  Lorimer's 
acid  glycerine  of  pepsin,  Oppenheimer's  liquor  euonymin.  et 
pepsin,  co.,  Parke,  Davis  &  Co 's  glycerole  of  pepsin  and 
pepsin  cordial,  Savory  &  Moore's  pepsin  elixir  and  succus 
pepticus,  Schacht's  liquor  euonymin.  et  pepsin,  co.  and 
pepsina  liquida.  Papain  and  certain  preparations  of  it, 
such  as  Seymour,  Hamilton  k.  Co 's  liquor  papain,  et  iridin. 
co.,  Howard  Lloyd  &  Co.'s  and  B  Kuhn's  preparations  come 
in  for  exceptional  praise,  Dr.  Smith  considering  that  papain 
and  its  preparations  deserve  more  attention  from  the 
medical  profession  than  they  have  received.  Lactopeptine, 
ingluvin,  lactated  pepsin  (P.,  D.  &  Co.),  Allen  & 
Hanburys'  byno-pepsin,  Fairchild's  peptonic  tabloids,  and 
Wyeth's  elixir  constitute  the  next  group,  the  last  being 
especially  favoured.  Tben  follow  dry  pancreatins  and  liquid 
pancreatic  extracts — Armour's,  Bengers,  Allen  &  Hanburys', 
Fairchild's,  Savory  &c  Moore's,  Parke,  Divis  &  Co 's  ;  and 
'  peptonised  foods" — Mosquera's  beef-meal,  Carnrick's  beef- 
peptonoids,  BeDgei's  foods,  Kemmerich's  beef-peptone, 
Kuhn's  (or  Finkler's)  papoid-pepion,  Sivory  &  Moore's  pep- 
tocised  milk-preparations  and  b^.ef-peptone — which  are 
named  as  things  upon  which  medical  men  may  rely.  What 
strikes  one  most  about  the  thesis  is  the  things  that  are  not 
mentioned ;  but  Dr.  Smith  does  not  profess  to  have  examined 
all.  It  would  be  interesting  to  Tead  his  thesis  as  a  who^ 
and  we  suggest  that  he  should  have  it  printed  for  private 
circulation. 


COMPANY  PHARMACY  AND  THE  DOCTORS. 

The  Medical  Press  has  an  editorial  note  on  company  phar- 
macy based  on  our  comments.  Our  contemporary  would  not 
witness  without  a  sigh  of  regret  the  disappearance  of  the 
old-fashioned  chemist  of  our  youth,  but,  fortunately,  there  is 
still  a  hope  that  the  capital  sentence,  though  passed,  may 
possibly  not  be  carried  into  execution. 

The  future  of  pharmacy  from  a  business  point  of  view  will 
be  decided  by  the  success  or  otherwise  of  these  companies, 
and,  judging  from  the  figures  which  have  been  placed  before 
us,  we  have  serious  doubts  whether  in  the  long  run  the 
victims  will  not  be  the  confiding  public  who  have  been 
induced,  or  at  any  rate  solicited,  co  invest  their  money  on 
the  strength  of  data  as  to  prospective  profits  obtained  mainly, 
if  not  exclusively,  from  '■  information  supplied  by  the  pro- 
prietors." The  worst  of  it  is,  as  our  contemporary  points 
out,  that  very  great  injury  will  inevitably  be  inflicted  on  the 
guild,  whatever  may  be  the  ultima' e  result  of  the  speculation 
from  a  financial  point  of  view.  We  do  not  see  that  from  a 
medical  point  of  view  tbe  matter  is  one  to  cause  us  any  con- 
cern. Provided  presciiptions  are  accurately  dispensed  the 
particular  method  on  which  pharmacies  are  conducted  is  a 
matter  of  indifference.  It  may  even  be  surmi.-ed  that  a 
manager  at  a  fixed  salary  will  be  less  liktly  to  go  out  of  his 
way  to  trespass  upon  the  domain  of  his  patron  the  medical 
practitioner  than  the  old-fashioned  chemist  addicted  to 
counter-prescribiDg  and  by  no  means  adverse  to  usurping 
the  functions  of  the  apothecary. 

We  should  fancy  the  gradual  extinction  of  the  pharmacist 
who  takes  a  keen  interest  in  his  art  and  who  devotes  his  best 
energies  to  its  improvement  should  be  a  matter  of  consider- 
able concern  to  the  medical  practitioners.  The  next  genera- 
tion of  them,  at  all  events,  will  feel  the  want  if  British 
pharmacy  should  have  then  become  a  mere  store  business 
run  by  members  of  Parliament  and  company  promoters  with 
mechanically  qualified  shopmen  who  will  earn  their  salaries 
but  will  have  no  intertst  in  doing  anything  more.

,he  Association,  a  list  of  drugs  and  preparations  of  doubtful 

alue,  with  a  view  to  getiiDg  the  members  to  say  which  of 
Ihem  they  prescribe  '  often,''  "rarely,"  or  "never."  We 
jliote  amorigst  the  galenicals  four  confections,  three  decoc- 
tions, six  plasters,  sixteen  solid  and  liqaid  extracts,  six 
Infusions,  twelve  liquors,  five  mixtures,  nine  pills,  two 
Mowders,  three  spirits,  two  suppositories,  three  syrups,  four- 
teen tinctures,  two  lozenges,  seven  ointments,  and  two  wines. 
Ichese  make  up  the  bulls  of  the  list,  the  rest  being  drugs  and 
chemicals  whose  value  can  scarcely  be  considered  doubtful, 
!|ior  will  anyone  put  liquor  amnion,  acetat.  in  that  category. 
IBut  this  is  not  the  time  for  comment,  which  we  hope  to 
jnake  when  we  hear  the  result  of  the  vote.  Dr.  Tirard,  74 
iHarley  Street,  W.,  is  acting  as  Honorary  Secretary. 

FREE  TRADE  IN  N.  S.  WALES, 
j  The  Hon.  G.  H.  Keid,  Premier  and  Colonial  Treasurer  of 
m.  S.  Wales,  in  delivering  his  annual  financial  statement  in 
the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  colony,  announced  that  his 
Government  contemplated  a  complete  change  in  the  fiscal 
(policy  of  the  colony,  which,  under  Sir  Geo.  Dibb3,  the  late 
Premier,  had  become  strongly  protectionist.  "  The  meaning 
of  the  last  election,"  said  Mr  Ruid,  "  was  a  mandate  from  the 
people  to  revert  to  fiee  trade  The  Government  were  pledged 
to  abolish  the  Customs  duties  imposed  by  the  Dibbs  Govern- 
ment in  1891,  and  they  now  proposed  to  repeal  the  ad  valorem 
land  the  Dibbs  specific  duties,  which  brought  in  551.000Z.,  and 
to  make  up  the  revenue  by  a  national  land  tax  and  an  income- 
tax."  Mr.  Reid  went  on  to  explain  that  "  the  proposed  new 
tariff  would  only  comprise  duties  on  spirits,  wines,  beers, 
tobacco,  and  opium  The  Government  would  deal  with  the 
old  specific  duties  imposed  by  the  former  free-trade  Govern- 
ment differently  from  those  imposed  by  the  Dibbs  Government, 
which  would  go  at  once.  The  old  duties  would  be  kept  on 
for  twelve  months.  Duties  such  as  those  on  candles  and 
kerosine  would  after  twelve  months  be  gradually  reduced 
until  they  were  abolished  The  sugar  duties  would  be 
retained  for  two  years,  and  would  then  be  abolished  gradually 
by  reductions  annually  of  20  per  cent." 

Mr.  Reid's  declaration  of  policy  was  received,  the  cablegram 
says,  with  "  loud  cheers,"  although  the  Premier's  plan  was 
subsequently  denounced  by  thoroughgoing  free-traders  as 
not  sufficiently  advanced.  It  remains  to  be  seen  whether  the 
N.S.W.  Ministry  are  strong  enough  to  carry  their  fcbeme, 
and  especially  whether,  in  view  of  the  gradual  maurjer  in 
which  it  is  proposed  to  extinguish  the  duties,  their  policy  will 
not  be  reversed  again  or  brought  to  a  stop  before  it  has 
attained  its  object. 

NEWFOUNDLAND  OBJECTS  TO  FEDERATION. 
An  urgent  circular  has  been  issued  in  Newfoundland  pro- 
testing against  the  proposed  union  with  Canada.  It  i»  stated 
that  nine-tenths  of  the  people  are  opposed  to  such  a  con- 
federation, and  that  their  opposition  proceeds  to  a  large 
extent  from  the  facts  of  the  uncoogeniality  of  commercial 
interests  between  the  two  countries,  and  because  the  free 
trade  with  all  the  world  at  present  enjnyed  by  Newfoundland 
would,  under  confederation,  and  under  the  highly  protective 
tariff  now  in  vogue  in  Canada,  restrict  trade  to  that 
one  country.  The  total  amount,  of  Newfoundland's  annual 
imports  is  at  present  about  $7,000  000,  about  #1,000,000 
of  which  represent  imports  from  the  Dominion  The 
greater  portion  of  the  imports,  including  nearly  all  the 
manufactured  goods  consumed  on  the  island,  are  purchased 
in  Great  Britain,  whose  productions,  in  price,  quality,  variety, 
style,  &c,  are  more  suitable  for  the  wants  of  the  people. 
Reducing  the  values  to  sterling,  it  may  roughly  be  said  that, 


of  a  total  value  of  1,400,000-'  sterling  annually  imported  into 
the  colony,  500.000Z.  sterling  now  comes  from  Great  Britain, 
and  less  than  half  that  amount  (mostly  for  agricultural  and 
dairy  products)  from  Canada ;  and  much  of  the  latter  is  United 
States  goods. 

THE  REFORMED  LAW  COURT. 
"  Orders  executed  with  promptitude  and  despatch.  Lowest 
prices  consistent  with  the  best  workmanship.  Your  patron- 
age respectfully  solicited."  Times  are  surely  changing  when 
a  judge  of  the  High  Court  is  found  putting  forward  an 
announcement  of  that  character  to  attract  litigants  into  his- 
parlour.  After  hearing  a  case  in  the  new  Commercial  Court 
on  May  9,  Mr.  Justice  Mathew,  apparently  addressing  the 
public  through  the  reporters,  said  : — 

"  This  dispute  arose  towards  the  end  of  March  this  year. 
On  April  18  the  writ  was  issued.  A  few  days  after  the 
parties  came  before  me,  and  an  order  was  made  to  transfer 
the  case  into  the  Commercial  List.  It  was  ordered  to  be 
tried  on  May  7 — less  than  six  weeks  after  the  dispute  arose,, 
and  three  weeks  after  the  writ.  I  mention  these  facts  in 
order  once  more  that  litigants  may  be  assured  that,  if  they 
want  a  prompt  and  inexpensive  settlement  of  their  disputes, 
the  procedure  of  the  Courts  admits  of  that  course  being 
taken.  Litigants  may  of  course,  if  they  so  choose,  have 
delay  and  expensive  proceedings  ;  but  that  is  not  the  fault 
of  our  procedure." 

It  is  a  very  good  record,  and  his  Lordship  is  justified  in 
pluming  himself  on  it.  We  have  much  pleasure  in  giving  the 
Couit  the  benefit  of  this  advertisement.  But  we  can  go  one 
better  in  the  way  of  advice  to  serious  commercial  men.  Try 
not  to  dispute,  and  if  this  is  unavoidable  still  try  to  settle 
your  differences  without  the  aid  of  lawyers.  Why  should! 
they  share  in  your  hard-won  earnings? 

ANOTHER  GOVERNMENT  LABORATORY  WANTED. 
The  Lancet  referring  to  the  difficulties  that  are  raised1 
regarding  the  analysis  of  reserve  specimens  of  milk  under 
the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  suggests  that  in  regard  to 
milk  especially,  or  other  perishable  articles,  it  would  be 
satisfactory  if  the  Government  could  see  their  way  tc- 
establishing  a  laboratory  especially  equipped  for  the  immediate 
analysis  of  all  duplicates  taken  under  the  requirements  of  the 
Act,  whether  their  genuineness  is  suspected  or  not.  We  hope 
our  contemporary  is  not  serious,  for  the  difficulty  referred  to 
has  been  unduly  exaggerated.  Somerset  House  can  as  a  rule 
say  whether  an  old  sample  of  milk  has  been  genuine  or  not,, 
and  if  it  were  not  that  some  sensitive  analysts  imagine  that 
their  reputation  is  at  stake  when  somebody  differs  from  them 
we  should  not  have  heard  so  much  about  the  change  in  milk- 
samples  on  keeping.  The  case  is  not  strong  enough  for  a 
new  Government  laboratory.  Moreover,  to  make  it  an  economic 
possibility  public  analysts  should  be  abolished ;  for  if  the 
certificates  of  the  Government  laboratory  are  to  be  taken  as 
absolutely  reliable,  what  is  the  use  of  doubling  the  work  by 
engaging  local  men  to  do  the  same  thing  ?

The  Holbokn  Guardians  and  their  Dispensers  — 
The  joint  Dispensary  and  Infirmary  Committee  of  the  Hol- 
born  Union  brought  up  a  recommendation  at  a  meeting  of 
the  Guardians'  Board,  on  Wednet-day  evening,  that  a  dis- 
penser be  appointed  for  the  infirmary,  at  a  salary  of  101. 
per  annum,  to  give  four  hours'  attendance  daily — viz.,  from 
9  A.M.  till  1  p.m.  This  was  moved  by  Dr.  Hunter, 
seconded  by  Mr.  George  Eade,  and  adopted,  subject  to  the 
sanction  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  which  sanction, 
by  the  way,  is  not  likely  to  be  withheld,  seeing  that  the 
Local  Government  Board  has  previously  impressed  uposs 
the  Guardians  the  necessity  for  such  an  appointment. 
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THE  presence  In  London  this  week  of  Mr.  S.  W.  Fairchild, 
President  of  the  New  York  College  of  Pharmacy,  and 
head  of  the  firm  of  Fairchild  Brothers  &;  Foster,  gave  an 
opportunity  to  Mr.  Henry  S.  Wellcome  to  exercise  once  more 
that  lavish  hospitality  which  has  long  been  associated  with 
his  efforts  to  bring  into  communion  the  representatives  of 
the  pharmacy  of  his  native  and  adopted  countries.  Some 
sixty  guests  assembled  in  the  Duke's  Koom,  Holborn  Res- 
-taurant,  on  Tuesday  evening,  under  the  protecting  folds  of  the 
British  and  American  flags.  The  company,  as  will  be  noticed 
from  the  list  given  below,  represented  the  wholesale  drug- 
trade  of  London  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain  most  efficiently,  with  an  interesting  sprinkling  of 
eminent  physicians  and  distinguished  journalists.  Si-ldom, 
indeed,  has  such  a  company  been  brought  together  for 
any  semi  private  pharmaceutical  fiiLction.

which  was  paid  to  him  Quite  a-  hearty  was  the  reception 
of  a  toast  proposed  by  Mr.  A.  Olune  Fletcher  later  in  the 
evening,  expressing  the  warmest  good  wishes  of  the  friends 
present  towards  Mr  Wellcome  Mr  Ernest  Hart  and  the 
President  ot  the  Pharmaceutical  Suciety  contributed  intne-t- 
ing  homilies  on  "Universal  Pharmacy,"  tracing  its  history 
from  the  shot-gun  period  to  that  of  tabloids.

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Constructive  Criticism  of  tbe  British  pharmacopoeia. 

IX.—MICROGRA  PHIC  PR  ARM  A  C0GK0S1

BE  numerous  criticisms  which  have  been  passed  upon  the 
Pharmacopoeia,  and  the  thousand-and  one  suggestions 
■ich  have  been  put  forward  for  the  one  that  is  to  be,  have 
de  it  very  evident  that  scientific  knowledge— chemical, 
ianical,  and  pharmaceutical — is  increasing  at  a  very  rapid 
e.    This  accelerated  rate  of  increase  in  knowledge  makes 
imperative  that  the  next  Pharmacopoeia,  whenever  it  may 
issued,  must  be  thoroughly  abreast  of  the  science  of  the 
If.    Bat  it  must  contain  no  articles  which  have  not  been 
nved  useful ;  no  standards  which  cannot  be  reasonably 
implied  with ;  no  processes  which  have  not  been  tested 
perimentally  ;  and  no  statements  which  have  not  been 
rifled. 

Recently  it  has  not  been  difficult  to  discern  manifestations 
a  feeling  that  the  time  has  arrived  for  the  severance  of 
i  reverential  tie  which  has  hitherto  united  the  British 
armacopceia  to  the  trinity  of  Pharmacopoeias  from  which 
[sprang;  that  at  last  we  may.  without  fear  of  being  dubbed 
pcoclasts,  take  down  some  of  the  imposing  pharnaoopceial 
pages  and  inquire  as  to  the  reality  of  their  traditional 
!tues.  And  there  have  not  been  wanting  indications  of  a 
sire  to  keep  out  of  the  leading-striDgs  of  other  nations, 
d  have  a  Pharmacopoeia  constructed  according  to  Biitish 
eas  and  requirements. 

If  the  trend  of  criticism  and  feeling  has  been  correctly 
'prehended,  and  the  verified  conclusions  of  science  are  to 
applied  to  tbe  making  of  a  Pharmacopoeia  in  accordance 
th  our  own  ideas,  irrespective  of  the  Pharmacopoeias  of 
her  countries,  we  may  pertinently,  I  think,  discuss  the 
inability  of  including  the  micrographic  characters  in  the 
scriptions  of  crude  drugs. 

Before  venturing  to  suggest  the  addition  of  any  new 
atter  to  the  already  rather  bulky  volume,  it  ought  to  be 
own  that  the  '  characters,"  as  set  forth  in  the  Pharmaco- 
eia,  of  vegetable  drugs  are  either  defective  in  therr.selves, 

that  they  can  be  so  improved  in  precision  as  to  be  more 
eful  than  heretofore.  The  difficulties  which  accrue  from 
e  necessity  of  using  words  and  phrases  current  in  our  daily 
eech  for  the  description  of  the  macroscopical  characters  of 
ugs,  can  only  be  properly  appreciated  by  those  who 
tempt  to  write  an  intelligible  description,  or  who  try  to 
quire  a  clear  idea  from  a  description,  of  an  unknown 
ug.     Everyone  has  his  own  standards  of  comparison 

taste,  odour,  colour,  and  texture.  Greater  precision 
uld,  no  doubt,  be  obtained  in  framing  the  pharma- 
pceial  characters  by  more  frequently  introducing  measure 
ents ;  but  then  the  danger  would  arise  that  samples 

drugs  which  did  not  exactly  conform  to  the  standard 
ruld  be  liable  to  be  regarded  as  unofficial.  Allowance 
ast  be  made  for  natural  variations — variations  due  to  good 
id  bad  seasons,  difference  in  habitat  and  in  modes  of 
:ltivation— in  form,  size,  colour,  and  texture,  which  greatly 
gravite  the  difficulties  we  have  already  noticed.  Hitherto 
rtain  characters  of  drugs  have  been  described  which  are 

very  inferior  value,  and  the  absence  of  which  may  have 
prejudicial  effect.  I  allude  to  those  features  which  are 
le  to  methods  of  collection  and  preparation  for  the  market, 
ley  may  be  grouped  under  the  term  "adventitious  charac- 


ters." There  is  no  virtue  in  calumba-root  being  sliced  trans- 
versely, or  in  casparia-bark  being  "  obliquely  cut  on  its  inner 
edge,"  or  in  gentian- root  being  "in  cylindrical  pieces  or 
longitudinal  slices."  Indeed,  gentian-root,  rbatany-root,  and 
pareira  brava  are  occasionally  met  with  in  transverse  slices, 
and  such  samples  are  surely  quite  as  much  entitled  to 
official  rank  as  those  which  conform  perfectly  to  the 
pharmacopceial  descriptions.  Besides,  if  any  official  value 
attaches  to  these  adventitious  characters,  an  inducement  is 
offered,  in  these  days  of  keen  business  competition,  to  the 
collectors  to  confer  them  upon  substitutes  which  may  happen 
to  simulate,  more  or  less  nearly,  the  other  characters  of  the 
genuine  article.  False  sumbul-root  is  sliced  transversely  in 
precisely  the  same  way  as  the  true  one.  The  comparative 
value  which  alone  attaches  to  descriptions  of  drugs  drawn 
up  in  terms  of  everyday  speech  precludes  the  possibility  of 
the  establishment  of  reference  standards  for  substances 
which  have  yet  to  be  discovered.  We  see  this  when  we 
consider  the  history  of  cubebs.  There  was  a  time  when  it 
sufficed  to  distinguish  them  from  other  substances  by  a  refer- 
ence to  the  non-articulated  stalk.  When  a  scarcity  arose 
everything  which  had  a  similar  stalk  was  eagerly  gathered 
and  put  upon  the  market.  And,  in  consequence,  it  has  now 
become  necessary  to  refer  to  the  proportionate  length  and 
form  of  the  stalk.  Of  course  our  ignorance  is  so  unlimited 
a  quantity  that  it  is  quite  impossible  to  forecast  tbe  con- 
tingencies even  of  tbe  morrow,  but  by  adopting  new 
.  standards  they  may  be  much  better  provided  for  than  at 
present. 

It  is  plain,  therefore,  that  the  pharmacopceial  descriptions 
of  the  macroscopic  characters  are  defective,  inasmuch  as 
they  admit  of  varying  interpretations  by  diffeient  peisons, 
and  they  are  lacking  in  precision  in  consequence  of  the 
necessary  use  of  phrases  which  are  intended  to  cover  the 
natural  variations  of  the  drug.  While  it  will  always  be  re- 
quisite to  have  these  descriptions,  there  is  no  doubt  that  any 
available  means  which  is  forthcoming  to  avoid  these  diffi- 
culties and  dangers  should  be  used  without  hesitation. 

The  anatomy  of  plants  has  been  sufficiently  well  studied 
for  botanists  to  understand  that  the  structure  of  a  particular 
species  is  as  constant  as  the  structure  of  a  particular  species 
of  animal.  Here,  then,  is  the  means  by  which  the  descrip- 
tions of  vegetable  drugs  may  be  at  once  rendered  more 
elastic  and  more  precise.  The  account  of  the  general 
characters  may  be  so  phrased  as  to  include  all  natural  varie- 
ties of  the  drug,  and  the  microscopic  characters  will  effec- 
tually control  the  genuineness  of  the  article. 

There  are  several  decided  advantages  which  would  be 
gained  by  the  use  of  micrographical  descriptions.  The  first 
is  that  the  structure  of  drugs  is  so  constant,  and  so  free  from 
erratic  variations,  as  to  provide  a  good  means  of  recog- 
nising drugs  in  almost  any  condition.  Such  variations  as 
may  occur  are  always  in  well-known  directions,  and  are 
usually  to  be  referred  to  the  age  of  the  specimen.  Dande- 
lion-root always  has  a  xylem  column  containing  scalatiform 
vessels  and  wood  parenchyma,  but  no  fibres  ;  a  narrow  pri- 
mary cortex  and  a  broad  secondary  cortex  with  concentric 
;ones  of  soft  bast  associated  with  leticilerous  tubes.    In  ac- 
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cordance  with  the  laws  of  growth,  the  secondary  cortex  will 
vary  in  thickness  with  the  age  of  the  root ;  it  follows,  from 
this,  that  the  number  of  rings  of  laticiferous  tubes  is  also 
liable  to  variation.  But  it  is  easy  to  see  that  there  is  no 
difficulty,  in  a  case  like  this,  of  giving  such  a  precise  and 
succinct  account  of  the  anatomical  characters  of  the  drug 
as  will  serve  to  identify  almost  the  smallest  fragment. 

A  further  gain  would  be  the  elimination,  to  a  very  great 
extent,  of  errors  of  interpretation,  because  the  terms  used 
in  anatomical  and  histological  botany  are  not  so  elastic  as 
those  used  in  describing  the  general  characters  of  drugs.  The 
terms  of  the  latter  category  belong  to  our  common  speech, 
and  frequently  acquire  a  value  peculiar  to  the  individual ; 
whereas  the  former  have  strictly  limited  meanings,  and  are 
defined  with  almost  as  great  exactness  as  the  reactions  made 
use  of  in  chemical  analysis. 

A  much  greater  and  more  practical  value  attaches  to  the 
inclusion  in  the  Pharmacopoeia  of  the  histological  characters 
of  drugs.  Hitherto  scarcely  any  official  directions  have  been 
given  for  ascertaining  the  purity  of  powdered  drugs.  This 
will  be  at  once  remedied  by  making  reference  to  the  distin- 
guishing histological  features.  Mustard ,  rhubarb,  ipecacuanha, 
and  scammony  are  liable  to  fraudulent  and  accidental  admix- 
ture with  other  substances.  Powdered  spices,  such  as 
cinnamon,  cloves,  and  pepper,  are  particularly  in  danger  of 
being  adulterated  The  behaviour  of  these  powders  with 
solvents,  and  the  results  obtained  by  chemical  investiga- 
tion of  them,  will  generally  indicate  their  approximate  purity. 
The  most  definite  information,  however,  can,  in  nearly  all 
cases,  be  obtained  by  a  microscopical  examination,  and,  where 
the  amount  of  admixture  is  relatively  small  and  chemically 
inert,  it  is  the  only  means  cf  detecting  it. 

The  value  of  anatomical  knowledge  for  practical  purposes 
is  very  limited  when  we  have  to  discriminate  between  two 
substances  obtained  from  closely -allied  plants,  such  as  the 
different  kinds  of  strophanthus-seeds  ;  and  it  is  of  doubtful 
utility  in  the  recognition  of  the  commercial  varieties  of 
rhubarb-root.  There  will,  therefore,  always  be  a  need  for 
the  careful  description  of  the  general  characters  of  crude 
drugs. 

We  may  safely  conclude  that  it  is  highly  desirable  that  in 
the  forthcoming  British  Pharmacopoeia  such  official  crude 
drugs  as  have  been  sufficiently  accurately  investigated 
shall  have  a  micrographical  description  as  well  as  an  account 
of  the  general  characters.  Tne  amount  of  information  it 
will  be  necessary  to  give  under  this  heading  will  vary  in 
nearly  every  instance.  Some  drugs — as  ipecacuanha — have 
gathered  around  them  so  many  substitutes,  which  are  some- 
times closely  allied  to  them,  that  it  will  be  requisite  to  give 
a  pretty  full  description  of  the  anatomy  and  histology ; 
while  for  other  drugs — as  pomegranate -bark — a  much  shorter 
description  will  suffice.  In  all  possible  cases  the  principal 
structural  features,  as  recognised  by  pharmacognosists, 
should  be  succinctly  set  forth,  special  prominence  being 
given  to  those  that  are  peculiar  or  serviceable  in  distinguish- 
ing the  drug  from  other  substances.  As  in  chemical  analysis, 
so  in  microscopical  analysis,  negative  evidence  is  frequently 
of  very  great  value  ;  and  in  many  cases  it  will  be  necessary 
to  refer  to  the  absence  of  certain  elements — in  dandelion-root 
there  are  no  fibres,  arrowroot  contains  no  compound  granules, 
hemlock-fruits  have  no  vitt:e,  and  linseed  contains  no  starch. 

In  order  to  understand  how  small  a  demand  the  suggested 
improvement  would  make  upon  the  space  of  the  Pharma- 
copoeia, we  may  notice  a  few  individual  drugs,  and  state, 
without  entering  into  full  particulars,  the  characters  which 
should  receive  recognition. 

Roots. 

Pareira-root. — The  few,  nearly  concentric,  zones  of  vas- 


cular bundles,  with  vessels  having  wide  lumina ;  phloem 
having  a  straight  line  of  union  with  xylem  ;  pith,  none. 

Pellitory-root. — Cortex  with  two  rows  of  resin  cavities; 
medullary  rays  with  four  rows  of  resin  cavities. 

Gentian-root.  —  Cortex  without  fibres;  xylem  having- 
scalariform  tracherc  and  wood  parenchyma,  but  no  fibres ;  nr> 
starch. 

Belladonna-root. — The  absence  of  stone  cells  and  bast- 
fibres;  the  presence  of  numerous  receptacles  containing 
sandlike  crystals  of  calcium  oxalate. 

Rhizomes. 

Arnica-rhizome. — The  single  row  of  resin  receptacles  near 
the  inner  limit  of  the  cortex  ;  the  large  pith ;  rootlets  with 
a  thick  cortex  containing  one  row  of  resin  receptacles. 

Serpcntary-rhitome. — Narrow  cortex  ;  the  eccentric  de- 
velopment of  the  stele,  the  longer  bundles  in  transverse- 
section  being  on  the  lower  side. 

Woods. 

Guaiaeum-ivood. — The  large,  frequently  isolated,  vessels; 
the  narrow  shallow  medullary  rays  ;  the  very  narrow  con- 
centric rings  of  wood  parenchyma. 

Quassia-wood. — Vessels  in  small  groups  ;  the  deep  medul- 
lary rays  from  one  to  four  cells  broad  ;  the  wood  parenchyma, 
in  rather  broad  zones  ;  the  chambered  crystal  fibres. 

Barks. 

Cinnamon-harh. — The  closed  ring  of  sclerenchyma  con- 
sisting of  fibres  and  cells ;  the  secondary  cortex  with  oil 
and  mucilage  receptacles;  the  isolated  fibres  in  the  phloem; 
the  absence  of  raphides  from  the  medullary  rays. 

Pomegranate-bark  —  The  gigantic  stone  cells  in  the 
phloem  ;  the  absence  of  fibres ;  the  regular  arrangement  of 
the  numerous  crystal  sacs  ;  ths  narrow  medullary  rays. 

There  is  no  need  to  give  more  examples,  but  it  would  be 
very  easy  to  draw  up  similar  micrographical  characteristics 
for  nearly  all  the  official  drugs.  Wherever  it  is  desirable  to- 
give  measurements,  as  in  the  case  of  starches  and  a  few 
drugs,  these  should  be  stated  either  in  fractional  parts  of 
the  millimetre  or  in  microns  (fi). 

Drugs  that  are  frequently  used  in  the  form  of  powder 
deserve  the  bestowal  of  some  attention  upon  the  elements- 
which  go  to  make  up  the  tissues,  as  well  as  upon  the  celi 
contents.  In  powdered  rhubarb  the  scalariform  vessels,  the 
stellate  crystal  masses,  and  the  small  starch  granules  with 
the  distinct  hilum  should  be  recognised,  and  any  admixture 
containing  any  other  lignified  elements  or  different  crystals 
or  starch  granules  would  be  detected  with  comparative  ease. 
Cinnamon  is  very  liable  to  adulteration  with  foreign  starches, 
which  the  microscope  readily  reveals.  Ginger,  tragacanth, 
gum  acacia,  pepper,  linseed,  jalap,  ipecacuanha,  cubebs, 
cinchona,  capsicum,  and  a  few  others  should  be  treated  in 
the  way  suggested. 

Should  drawings  of  the  microscopic  structure  of  drugs  find 
a  place  in  the  Pharmacopoeia  ?  Doubtless  it  would  be  an 
advantage  to  be  able  to  refer  to  standard  drawings,  but  the 
drawings  would  not  be  an  essential  addition  to  such  textual 
matters  as  I  have  been  advocating.  They  would  merely  be 
a  visual  commentary  upon  it,  and,  therefore,  unnecessary. 
If  the  Pharmacopoeia  were  primarily  a  student's  text-book 
this  argument  would  not  have  much,  if  any,  value  ;  but  it  is 
primarily  a  standard  for  the  kind  and  quality  of  drugs. 
Besides,  they  would  add  so  greatly  to  the  cost  and  bulk  of 
the  book  as  to  impair,  rather  than  enhance,  its  extended 
usefulness. 

In  conclusion,  let  me  briefly  recapitulate  my  suggestions  :— 

1.  Adventitious  characters  of  drugs  should  be  deleted. 

2.  That  in  conjunction  with  more  precise  descriptions  of 
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|.e  macroscopical  characters  there  should  be  micrographical  j 
jiscriptions. 

1 3.  That  in  the  case  of  powdered  drugs  the  histological 
lements  and  cell  contents  should  be  described. 
'4.  That  when  desirable  and  possible  measurements  shoald 
given  of  the  histological  elements  and  cell  contents.

Chloral  Hydrate  with  Phenols  and  Steapoptenes. 

Professor  Ed.  ['char  communicates  to  Arohiv  der 
Pharmacie  (233,  p  5)  a  very  long  paper  dealing  with  the 
liquefaction  which  results  when  chloral  Hydrate  and  camphor 
or  similar  substances  are  brought  together.  The  first  part  of 
the  paper  is  historical,  arid  summarises  the  observations 
made  from  the  time  of  J.  F.  Brown  in  1874  (who  appears  to 
have  been  the  first  to  notice  the  phenomenon).  He  then 
goes  on  to  describe  experiments  with  phenols  and  stearoptenes, 
noting  the  depressions  in  temperature  which  result  on 
admixture  of  the  solids,  and  describing  the  behaviour  of  the 
solutions  towards  cyanin.  The  paper  does  not,  however,  throw 
fresh  light  upon  the  composition  of  these  liquids,  of  which 
chloral-camphor  is  a  type. 

INTRA-EUROPEAN  GALLS. 

An  examination  by  F.  Koch  of  the  galls  of  Quercus 
pubescens  and  Q.  sessilis  growing  in  the  middle  of  Europe 
shows  that  their  chief  characteristics  are  a  moderate  ash 
yield  (13  per  cent.,  as  compared  with  1  5  per  cent,  from 
Aleppo  galls  and  2  per  cent,  from  Chinese),  a  high  sugar 
content  (21-49  per  cent ,  but  galls  collected  in  January 
yielded  51  8  per  cent.),  and  the  tannin  value  was  low — viz., 
14  8  to  16  8  per  cent.  The  determinations  were  made  upon 
the  fresh  substance  (containing  85  per  cent,  of  moisture), 
but  the  figures  are  calculated  for  the  dry.  The  most  interest- 
ing point  about  the  research  is  that  while  the  sugar  content 
decreases  as  the  galls  ripen  the  tannin  remains  practically 
the  same.  It  also  shows  Guibourt's  statement  that  the 
galls  contain  65  per  cent,  of  tannic  acid  to  be  wrong.  Details 
of  the  research  are  given  in  Arch,  der  Phar.,  233,  p.  48. 

Luteol  :  a  New  Indicator. 

This  substance  is  oxychlordipbenyl  hinoxalin,  and  is 
recommended  by  Dr.  W.  Antenrieth  as  an  indicator  in 
alkalimetry  {Arch  d.  Phar.,  233,  p.  43).  It  is  insoluble  in 
water,  but  dissolves  readily  in  alcohol  For  analytical  pur- 
poses a  solution  is  made  containing  1  gramme  (15  grs.)  in 
3C0  c  c.  (8  oz.)  of  rectified  spirit,  and  of  this  solution  three, 
and  at  the  most  eight,  drops  at  a  time.  The  luteol  solution 
gives  a  yellowish  colour  with  alkalies,  and  is  even  more 
sensitive  to  ammonia  than  Nessler's  solution.  For  example, 
a  single  drop  of  ammonia  solution  was  mixed  with  a  litre  of 
water,  and  to  5  to  10  c  c.  of  this  mixture  a  few  drops  of  the 
luteol  solution  was  added,  the  result  being  an  evident  yellow 
colour,  while  Nessler's  solution  only  showed  a  reaction  after 
a  short  time.  Of  course,  luteol  reacts  similarly  with  fixed 
alkalies.    It  does  not  react  with  free  acids. 

Rare  Metals. 

During  his  recent  Royal  Institution  lecture  on  the  "  Rarer 
Metals,"  Professor  Roberts- Austen  stated  that  granulated 
aluminium  has  the  property  of  withdrawing  oxygen  from  the 
oxides  of  the  rarer  metals,  and  so  reducing  them  to  the 
metallic  state.  This  is  accomplished  at  a  comparatively 
low  temperature.  By  this  means  he  has  obtained  zirconium, 
vanadium,  uranium,  manganese,  titanium,  and  tungsten. 
The  alumina  formed  has  the  farther  advantage  of  protecting 
the  liberated  metals  from  oxidation  during  fusion  It  is 
remarkable  that  aluminium  withdraws  the  oxygen  from  red 
oxide  of  lead  with  explosive  force. 

Amines  as  Antiseptics. 

Schering's  factory  at  Berlin  have  made  a  new  departure 
in  combiring  certain  of  the  amines,  such  as  ethylene-diamine, 
with  tbe  cresols,  with  the  object  of  overcoming  an  objection 
which  has  hitherto  obtained  regarding  tbe  cresylic  and 
phenolic  compounds — viz.,  ttieir  precipitation  by  albuminoids, 
•  and  consequent  non-activity  when  used  in  surgery.  Tbe 
amine  and  cresol  are  first  united,  then  a  silver  salt  is  added, 
whereby  a  compound  is  obtained  which  dissolves  mucus.

SUCH  excitement  as  has  reigned  in  certain  branches  of 
the  produce  trade  this  week  has  not  been  known  for 
many  years.  Kor  two  or  three  weeks  past  we  have  referred 
to  the  "  boom  "  in  camphor  now  in  progress,  and  to  the  part 
taken  in  that  movement  by  a  well-known  firm  of  produce- 
brokers.  The  camphor  boom  has  extended,  in  the  course  of 
the  last  five  or  .4x  days,  to  several  other  articles — notably, 
shellac  and  Zanzibar  cloves,  and,  in  a  less  degree,  to  pepper. 
The  whole  of  the  business  is  being  carried  on  by  the  same 
brokers  who  have  driven  up  camphor,  and  who  must  repre- 
sent an  exceedingly  wealthy,  and  certainly  a  most  venture 
some,  principal.  The  scene  in  the  Commercial  Sale  Rooms 
when  the  buying  broker  appears  and  books  thousands  of 
piculs  of  campnor  or  bales  of  cloves  in  a  few  minutes  is  one 
of  intense  interest,  even  more,  perhaps,  to  the  uncon- 
cerned outbid er  than  to  the  scores  of  persons  who 
thrung  aiound  the  great  operator  in  the  hope  of 
being  albe  to  secure  some  financial  advantage.  All  sorts 
of  iunuours  are  naturally  going  round  concerning  the 
personalities  or  the  broker's  principals  and  their  plans.  All 
this  "  business  "  is,  of  course,  mere  speculation,  and  rather 
argues  a  diseased  condition  of  trade  than  otherwise,  but,  apart 
from  this  passing  madness,  there  is  a  decided  undercurrent 
of  firmness  in  the  drug  and  chemical  markets.  At  the  drug- 
sales  to-day  a  fairly  good  spirit  was  shown,  and  the  following 
enumeration  of  cnanges  in  the  market  position  of  drugs 
shows  a  decided  tendency  towards  higher  rates  : — Advanced  : 
Camphor,  jalap,  ipecacuanha  (.Rio),  insect-flowers,  Tinevelly 
senna,  Jamaica  sar^apirilla,  cod- liver  oil,  star -anise  oil, 
lime-juice,  dragon's-blood  and  English  lavender  oil.  Un- 
altered but  generally  firm:  Cape  and  Curaoio  aloes,  colo- 
cynth,  rhubaib,  balsam  Peru,  beeswax.  Lower:  Carda- 
moms, ergot  of  rye,  gamboge,  gum  elemi,  and  menthol. 
In  the  chemical-trade  heavy  articles  are  firm.  There  has 
been  a  good  business  in  chlorate  of  potash.  Cream  of 
tartar  is  dearer,  citric  and  tartaric  acids  very  firm,  re- 
fined camphor  and  mercurials  higher,  and  quinine  also 
dearer.  Caffeine  is  fairly  steady ;  cocaine  lower.  Quick- 
silver has  advanced  ;  but  sulphate  of  ammonia  is  lower. 
In  articles  allied  to  the  drug-trade  the  enormous  rise  in 
Zanzibar  cloves  and  shellac  has  already  been  mentioned. 
Ginger,  cassia  lignea,  pepper,  pimento,  and  gambier  are  also 
dearer.  The  bink-iate  remains  at  2  per  cent. ;  bar  silver 
after  several  slight  fluctuations,  closes  at  30%d.  per  oz. 

The  Liverpool  Drug  Market. 

.  Our  correspondent,  writing  on  May  15,  reports  that  Tarkey

The  Amsterdam  Cinchona  market. 

•  Writing  on  May  9,  our  Amsterdam  correspondent  observes: —

Druggists'  barks  were  very  dull,  and  except  for  fine  red 
ualities  there  was  very  little  demand. 
Mr,  Watering,  the  Amsterdam  merchant  who  has  lately 
Itemed  from  an  inquiry  into  the  state  of  the  cinchoca- 
larket  in  Java,  states  that  to  some  extent  he  has  a  good 
Knion  of  the  future  of  the  article.  There  is  no  doubt  (he 
lis  me)  that  Java  cannot  go  on  shipping  the  quantities  it  is 
nding  at  present,  as  uprooting  is  being  carried  on  to  a 
:eat  extent,  and  already  there  are  some  5,000  bcuws  less 
ider  cultivation  than  formerly.  At  the  same  time  it  must 
bt  be  expected  that  this  means  that  Java  cannot  send  the 
ime  quantity  in  1895  as  in  the  preceding  j  ear,  as  cinchona 
such  a  peculiar  article  that  the  yearly  crop  can  hardly  be 
Lntrolled  letbl  uite  ptoits  I  eso  si  q  the  crop  of  bark 
limain  on  the  trees  a  year  or  two,  whilst  the  owner  of  a 
lantation  has  it  in  his  power  to  increase  the  crop  at  his  will 
t  any  given  moment. 

Cinchona  cannot  be  grown  at  the  present  prices  even  in 
ava,  and,  therefore,  every  extra  quantity  shipped  means 
lucking  the  hen  instead  of  marketing  the  eggs.  The  more 
ava  sends  now  the  sooner  the  hen  will  be  done  for,  but  how 
j>ng  this  may  last  is  difficult  to  say. 

There  are  rumours  that  the  planters  are  taking  more 
iterest  in  the  erection  of  the  quinine- works  in  Java,  and 
hat,  after  all,  the  factory  is  likely  to  be  founded,  even  if  on 

less  extensive  scale  than  was  proposed  ;  bat  more  will  be 
cown  of  this  in  a  short  time. 

Mr.  Bachler,  the  Brunswick  quinine-maker,  is  now  in  Java, 
'he  exact  object  of  his  vi3it  there  is  not  known  at  present, 
i at  it  is  thought  that  it  is  in  some  way  connected  with  the 
'ava  quinine-works." 

More  about  Formosa  Camphor. 
A  recent  official  repc.t  from  Tamsui  (Formosa)  says  :  — 
i  The  trade  in  camphor  is  rapidly  growing  in  importance. 


The  export  ia  1893  was  much  the  largest  on  record, 
amounting  to  32  131  cwt.,  against  15,440  cwt  for  1892. 
The  last-named  figure,  in  consequence  of  disturbances  on  the 
border,  was  smaller  than  in  1891  To  all  appearance  this 
branch  of  business  is  destined  to  incrpa^e  still  more  in  the 
near  future.  As  conducted  in  North  Formosa  the  business 
requires  the  command  of  considerable  capital  on  the  part  of 
the  exporter,  and  is  attended  with  a  good  deal  of  pecuniary 
risk  Heavy  advances  have  to  be  made  for  t-t'lls  and  current 
expenses.  Unfortunately,  there  may  be  plenty  of  advances 
without  any  returns,  either  in  cash  or  camphor,  if  the  savages 
should  '  come  out  of  the  grass,'  as  it  is  locally  teamed,  and 
raid  the  spot  with  fire  and  spear,  leaving  the  distillery  a 
heap  of  ashes  with  a  fringe  of  Chinese  corpses  " 

From  Tainan,  the  other  Formosan  treaty  port,  it  is  stated 
that  the  business  in  camphor  is  steadily  increasing,  7,530  cwt. 
having  been  exported  in  1893,agaiDst  5,441  cwt.  in  the  previous 
years; and  this  notwithstanding  a  vexatious  interference  on  the 
part  of  the  camphor  authorities  in  the  interior  of  the  island 
with  the  business  of  a  leading  British  firm,  to  overcome 
which  required  much  perseverance  and  determination  oa  the 
part  of  the  British  Consuls. 

During  1893  new  districts  for  working  camphor  have  been 
opened  up— viz  ,  Yun  linin  the  beginning  of  the  year  and 
Kaeee  at  the  end.  An  examination  of  the  trees  to  the  south 
of  the  island  proved  unsatisfactory,  and  operations  there 
were  discontinued.  Districts  to  the  immediate  east  of 
Tainan-fu,  but  far  inland,  are  being  tried,  but  the  absence  of 
roads  is  a  bar  to  operations.

— East  Indian  aloes  was  in  small  supply,  and  none 
sold  at  the  auctions,  81  kegs  being  all  bought  in  ;  70s.  per 
cwt.  is  asked  for  fair  brown  soft  Socetrine.  Of  35  cis.es  Cape 
aloes,  30  sold  at  very  firm  prices  23s.  6d.  to  24s  for  good, 
bright  hard,  22s.  to  22s.  6d.  for  fair  seconds,  and  20s  for 
partly  dull  and  drossy  mixed  ;  the  small  remaining  quantity 
was  firmly  held  for  high  prices.  Curasao  aloes  in  fair 
demand  at  steady  prices  ;  251  packages,  mostly  gourds,  were 
all  sold  at  43s.  for  good  brown  liver,  and  from  21s.  to  26s.  for 
fair  partly  capey. 

Asxatto. — Bright  seed  is  in  good  demand  at  full  price-, 
20  bags  from  British  India  being  all  sold  at  from  (id.  to  $\d. 
for  good  red. 

Abeca. — For  a  parcel  of  20  from  Colombo  a  bid  of  8s.  per 
cwt.  was  refused,  12s.  6d.  being  the  price.

Camphor  (Cktjde). — The  excitement  still  continues,  and 
although  the  advance  both  in  Chinese  and  Japanese  camphor 
has  not  been  quite  so  great  this  week  as  last,  the  business 
transacted  is  rather  larger.  The  total  saUs  since  Thuisday 
last  amount,  it  is  believed,  to  about  10,600  piculs,  about 
equally  divided  between  tbe  two  varieties,  and  the  bulk  for 
May  July  shipment.

The  cable  quotations  from 
China  s^ate  that  the  price  there  is  much  in  excess  even  of 
the  London  rate.  The  business,  of  course,  is  all  speculative, 
the  broker  who  is  supposed  to  act  for  a  financial  syndicate 
being  practically  the  only  buyer.  It  is  believed  that  there 
is  some  expectation  that  the  operators  may  be  able  to 
"corner "the  market  for  delivety.  At  auction  today,  174 
tubs  Japanese  camphor  were  shown  ;  lor  67  of  these  a  bid 
of  150s  was  accepted,  but  for  the  remainder  that  price  was 
ret  used.  Fourteen  tubs  of  Chinese  camphor,  which  had 
been  declared  for  sale,  were  not  actually  offered.

The 
flowing  are  the  nominal  quotations  :  —  Soft  shipping,  good 
I  fine,  10s  6d  to  lis.  Gd. ;  Smyrna,  good  to  fine,  8s.  Gd.  to 
I  ;  Drxgght's  seconds,  7s.  6d.  to  8s. ;  ordinary  to  fine  Con- 
mmtinople,  8s.  to  9s.  Gd.  per  lb.  Persian  opium  is  the  only 
I  riety  which  remains  firmly  held.  Fine  qualities  are  very 
I  arce,  and  are  now  held  for  12s.  9d.  per  lb. ;  common  to 
1 :2dium  grades  from  10s  6<f,  to  lis.  Gd.  per  lb.  The  following 


reports,  dated  May  3,  reach  us  from  Smyrna: — "There  have 
been  very  few  buyers  in  our  market  lately,  7  cases  being 
the  total  of  the  sales  for  the  week  ending  to-day.  This 
quantity  was  bought  by  exporters  at  the  current  market 
rates.  The  future  price  of  opium  will  depend  upon  the 
outturn  of  our  crops,  and  the  demand  from  speculators  and 
the  consuming  markets.  We  are  inclined  to  believe  that 
our  market  may  recede  to  7s.  or  6s.  Qd  per  lb,,  after  making 
due  allowatce  for  loss  in  weight  and  other  charges;  but  the 
turn  of  the  tide  will  take  place  as  soon  as  speculation  begins, 
which  will  be  carried  on  to  a  very  large  extent  this  year. 
The  Smyrna  quotations  on  May  1  were: — Selected  talequale 
sightly,  7s.  t\d  per  lb.,  f  o  b  ;  current  talequale  for  manu- 
facturing's 3d  per  lb  ,  f.o.b. ;  Yerli  talequale  for  manufac- 
turing, 7s.  5d  per  lb.,  f  o.b. ;  good  opium  would  be  worth 
about  7s.  Qd.  per  lb.,  f.o.b.  The  stock  of  opium  in  the 
interior,  Smyrna,  and  Constantinople  is  about  990  to  1,000 
cases  in  first  and  second  hand  inclusive.  There  is  little  or 
no  stock  in  Salonica.  The  arrivals  to  date  are  2,351  cases, 
against  1,388  at  the  same  period  last  year.  Up  to  the 
present  everything  is  going  on  well  in  the  growing  districts. 
The  April  rains  have  greatly  benefited  the  plants,  and  a 
heavy  crop  (some  talk  of  10  000  cases)  is  expected.  The 
present  month,  however,  is  a  notoriously  treacherous  one. 
Reports  from  Salonica  are  somewhat  contradictory,  but  as 
the  sowings  in  that  district  have  been  very  extensive,  the 
estimates  of  the  output  run  from  1.300  to  1,500  cases 

Quicksilver. — Heavy  sales  of  quicksilver  were  made  on 
Monday  at  11.  per  bottle,  which  was  then  the  importers' 
quotation.  After  these  transactions  the  sellers  refused 
further  bids  at  the  same  price  and  an  advance  was  seen  to 
be  imminent.  This  was,  in  fact,  declared  on  the  next  day, 
whtn  the  Messrs.  Rothschild  advanced  their  quotation  from 
11  to  11.  5s.  per  bottle.  Second-hand  holders  now  ask 
11.  4s  ;  they  have  refused  bids  at  11.  3s.  6^. 

Quince-seed.— Very  dear.  For  one  701b.  bag  shown  to  day 
2s.  per  Id.  is  asked. 

Quinine.— Dearer ;  on  Wednesday  10,000  ozs.  H.  B.  or 
B.  &  S.  bulk  were  reported  sold  at  12\d.  on  the  spot,  and  to- 
day 12§d»  per  oz.  was  paid  for  12,000  cz.  more.  There  are 
now  only  a  few  sellers  at  the  last-named  price.  At  auction 
5,000  ozs.  were  offered  and  bought  in  at  llld. 

Shensi:  bold  flat 
fair,  pinky  fracture,  realised  2s.  3d.  ;  small  druggists'  root, 
2s  Id. ;  fair  medium  to  bold,  three-fourtbs  picky  fracture, 
round,  Is.  Gd.  ;  small  spongy,  dull  fracture,  round,  lid.  per 
lb.  Canton :  slightly  wormy  fiat,  of  fair  fracture,  Is.  Id. ; 
rough  coated,  slightly  wormy,  medium  to  bold,  half-dark 
fracture,  round,  from  8fd.  to  9hd.  per  lb. 

Saksapabilla. — Jamaica  root  is  quite  a  penny  dearer, 
19  bales  slightly  damaged  selling  at  Is.  5d.  per  lb.  Other 
varieties  were  nearly  all  bought  in. 

Senna.— Tinevelly  leaves  in  strong  demand,  at  an  advance 
of  about  }.d.  per  lb.  for  good  qualities.  About  250  packages 
were  nearly  all  sold  at  from  4|d.  to  6|d.  for  good  green 
medium  to  fine  bold,  2d.  to  2f<Z  for  small  to  medium 
je  lowish,  and  from  Y\d.  down  to  id.  for  ordinary  dark. 

Shellac. — There  has  been  an  enormous  speculative  busi- 
ness in  this  article,  of  which  the  price  has  advanced  very 
considerably  since  last  week.

The  Aconitine  Controversy. 

A  correspondent  (49/90)  desires  to  call  attention  to  a 
point  in  this  controversy  which  he  thinks  we  have  over- 
looked. Writing  on  March  2  last  we  said,  regarding  Dun- 
stan's  first  and  second  papers,  that  they  were  a  "consis  ent 
amplification  of  the  facts  stated  in  the  abstracts."  This  our 
correspondent  regards  as  an  oversight,  for  there  is  one 
paragraph  in  the  second  paper  that  cannot  be  read  into  cr 
out  of  the  abstract.  In  view  of  Professor  Dunstan's 
defence,  published  last  week,  the  whole  case  is  now  brought 
into  vtry  narrow  limits,  he  writes,  and  that  paragraph 
supplies  the  kerrjel  of  the  controversy.  In  last  week's 
statement  Professor  Dunstan  uses  these  words  (here  italicised 
for  clearness) : — 

"  Wishing  to  complete  this  proof  by  making  the  necessary 
determinations  of  acetic  acid,  we  only  presented  the  Society 
two  full  papers  for  the  Transactions,  holdiDgover  the  third 
until  these  determinations  were  made.  In  about  a  fort- 
night these  estimations  were  finished,  and  they  proved  that 
exactly  [the  third  paper  says  almost  exactly']  one  molecular 
proportion  of  acetic  acid  separates  rvken  aconitine  changes 
into  isaconitine  or  into  acmine." 

And,  again,  referring  to  Freund  and  Beck's  ignoring  their 
conclusions,  Professor  Dunstan  says  : — 

"  This  proceeding  seemed  to  us  so  unfair  that  we  at  once 
sent  to  the  President  of  the  Society  a  short  statement  of 
our  quantitative  determinations,  at  the  same  time  drawing 
his  attention  to  the  paper  of  Messrs.  Freund  and  Beck.  The 
President  directed  that  this  statement  should  be  included  in 
the  March  number  of  the  Journal  (1894)  then  passing 
through  the  press,  in  which  the  first  two  papers  had  already 
been  printed." 

From  these  remarks  it  is  evident  that  Professor  Dunstan 
admits  withholding,  and  partially  re-writing,  the  third  paper, 
and  explains  the  circumstances  under  which  this  was  done. 
This  explanation  having  been  made,  the  third  paper  may  be 
dismissed  from  notice.  The  second  paper  is  now — as,  indeed, 
it  has  all  along  been — the  more  important  of  the  two,  and  its 
contents  amply  justify  Professor  Dunstan  in  his  contention 
wii  h  Freund  and  Beck.  The  words  referred  to  are  in  para- 
graph 3,  and  are  as  follows  : — 


"The  production  of  acetic  acid  was  not  to  be  inferred 
from  previous  knowledge  of  the  properties  of  the  alkaloid. 
.  .  .  There  is  no  doubt  that  aconitine  contains  one  benzoyl 
group,  aed  that  the  acetic  acid  is  derived  from  an  acetyl 
group.  Further  investigation  has  shown  that  aconitine  mutt 
be  regarded  as  acetylbenzoylacouine,  and  our  so  called  isaco- 
nitine as  lenzoylaconine,  for  we  shall  prove  in  our  next  papn 
thai  one  molecular  proportiov  of  acetic  acid  separates  when 
.  .  ■  aconitine  is  hydrolysed." 

From  this-  quotation  it  is  evident  that  if  the  "  full  paper" 
was  presented  on  January  18,  Dunstan's  claim  to  priority 
must  be  admitted  in  so  far  as  it  relates  to  himself  and 
Freund  and  Beck 

No  doubt  Professor  Dunstan  has  ample  proof  in  support 
of  his  statement  as  to  the  second  paper  having  been  pre- 
sented in  full,  and  in  view  of  what  has  been  said  the  proof 
should  be  produced.  This  should  include  explanation  of  the 
following  points :  — 

First,  the  discrepancy  between  these  statements — 

i  In  the  abstract  the  authors  say  In  the  paper  they  say,  "  There 

they  are  engaged  in  deter.ninin  z        is  no  doubt  that  the  acetic  acid 
"  Whether  aconitine  may  not  he        is  derived  from  an  acetyl  group." 
an  acetyl  derivative,  which  loses 
its  acetyl  group  on  hydrolysis." 

Second,  Professor  Dunstan  writes,  last  week,  that  "in 
about  a  fortnight  these  estimations  were  finished,  and  they 
proved  that  exactly  one  molecular  proportion  of  acetic  acid 
separates  when  aconitine  changes  into  isaconitine  or  into 
acoaine." — Bat  the  second  paper  had  been  presented  in  full 
a  fortnight  before,  and  in  that  paper  the  authors  say,  "  We 
shall  prove  in  our  next  paper  that  one  molecular  proportion 
of  acetic  acid  separates  when  one  alkaloid  changes  into  the 
other,  and  when  aconitine  is  hydrolysed."  What  is  the 
meaning  of  this  statement  i  Either  they  had  the  proof  or 
they  had  not.  Professor  Dunstan  says  they  had  to  wait  a 
fortnight  for  the  proof,  and  it  follows  that,  in  the  second  paper,, 
they  were  issuing  a  statement  which  might  be  scientifically 
wrong  for  anything  they  could  tell — an  extraordinary  posi- 
tion for  two  scientific  men  to  take. 

Third,  in  the  abstract  of  the  second  paper  there  is  no 
reference  whatever  to  the  most  important  s  atement  regard- 
ing the  constitution  of  aconitine,  and  it  is  hardly  conceivable 
that  such  an  important  point  should  be  omitted  from  the 
abstract. 

In  justice  to  Professor  Dunstan,  I  note  his  statement  that 
"  at  the  time  these  short  papers  were  written,  quantitative 
estimations  of  the  desired  degree  of  accuracy  had  not  been 
made."  Possibly,  therefore,  the  two  full  papers  were  not 
communicated  on  Januaiy  18.  But  if  not,  when  were  they 
communicated  1  One  thing  is  certain — he  says  they  were 
presented  in  full,  and  the  third  paper  only  held  over  for 
certain  estimations ;  consequently,  they  must,  at  least,  have- 
been  presented  wi-  hin  a  fortnight  of  January  18.  But  the 
third  paragraph  of  the  second  paper  contains  statements 
based  on  these  estimations.  Was  that  paragraph  included  in 
the  full  paper,  or  was  it  added  in  the  proof  ?  The  case  now 
narrows  itself  down  to  this  one  point.

Pharmaceu  ijal  Society  can  ta^e  if  an  apprentice  who  is 
fined  for  selling  poison  cannot  pay,  and  if  neither  his  father 
nor  his  mister  will  pay  for  him  1  r  Ih\s  is  a  case  of  Catabit 
vacuus  coram  latrone  viator.  The  only  person  liable  under 
the  County  Court  judgment  is  the  infant  apprentice,  and  as 
he  has  no  goods  npon  which  execution  can  be  levied,  the 
plaintiffs'  only  resource  is  to  app'.y  for  a  committal  order, 
which  we  do  not  think  any  County  Court  judge  would  make,, 
and  we  doubt  if  he  coald  legally  do  so.  In  the  similar  case 
of  a  married  wom^n  committed  for  a  debt,  the  Qaeen's 
Bench  granted  a  habeas  corpus  for  a  release.  The  cost  of  a 
habeas  corjms  (in  proper  hands)  ~onld  take  the  gilt  off  a 
goid  many  fines  recovered  by  the  Society.] 


Silurian  says  his  shop  stands  opposite  the  Market 
House  in  a  small  town  which  has  neither  a  town  council  nor 
a  local  board.  The  Market  Hou3e  was  built  by  the  lord  of

The  police  refuse  to  interfere,  saying  that  it  is  only  their

a  part  of  the  pavement  included  in  "  Silurian's  "  tenancy,  he 
can  summarily  eject  the  persoris  thus  encroaching.  If,  on 
the  other  hand,  the  pavement  is  public  property,  but  the 
"  standings"  interfere  with  free  ingress  to  and  egress  from 
his  shop,  or  with  his  right  to  light  and  air,  or  otherwise 
•constitute  a  nuisance,  and  the  police  decline  to  interfere, 
our  correspondent  should  apply  for  an  injunction.  He  can 
do  this  in  the  local  county  court.  By  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Act  of  1895,  the  control  of  the  streets  is  vested 
in  the  local  district  council,  and  our  correspondent  could 
probably  get  relief  from  them.  The  pavement  (unless 
private  property)  is  as  much  a  part  of  the  street  as  the 
roadway,  and  our  correspondent  had  better  write  to  the 
■chief  constable,  and  hear  what  he  says.  A.n  injunction  is 
the  simplest  course.]
